streets are patrolled night and day by 
squads of cavalry and infantry. 

Athens is thronged with Thessalian fugi- 
tives, volunteers of all nations and Greeks 
expelled from the Turkish Empire. 

Garibaldians continue to arrive, and to- 
day a French officer and a Russian officer 
obtained permission to lead their own men 
to the front. 

There is a scarcity of rifles, but a large 
consignment is expected from France in five 
days. People say that foreign firms have a 
large number of guns concealed which are 
unobtainable by the Government. 

This may cause riots, as the Greeks de- 
mand arms to wipe out the humiliation of 
the reverses and to defend their country. 


ARMIES’ MOVEMENTS, 


A Great Battle Imminent Along the 


Greeks’ New Line. 


LONDON, May 1—A special dispatch | Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


from Athens annuonces that the Greek army 
in Epirus has retreated fn thorough order 
to Arta, where it is awaiting reinforce- 


ments. 
‘A special dispatch from Athens says that 


the reports of the Turkish assaults on Par- 
gala are officially confirmed, Continuing, 
the dispatch says that M. Rallil, the new 
Premier, continues to advocate war, though 
he is not adverse to an honorable peace. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 1.—Rifzi Pasha, 
commander of the Turks at Janina, yester- 
day telegraphed a report to the effect that 
the troops had occupied, after a fight, the 
heights commanding Caravansreal. The 
Greeks fled, according to the official Turkish 
accounts, by way of Kunuzades. 

Edhem Pasha also sent a telegram an- 
nouncing that after a serious fight at Va- 
lestino the Turks had captured three forts 
and four entrances, the Greeks retiring to 
Volo.

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NEW YORK, May 1.—Advices ‘received 
from Europe show that the Turkish army 
is slowly advancing acioss Thessaly with 
the intention of again making battle with 
the exhausted Greeks, who. areestablished 
on a liné near Pharsaia. Edhem Fasha’s 
army is said to have been divided into two 
divisions, one of which ts making toward 
Pharsala, and the other toward Volo, the 
chief port of Thessaly. : 

Concerning Volo, conflicting rerorts have 
been sent abroad. Advicas from Constan- 
tinople and Larissa have it that the town 
has been in the hands of the Turks for sev- 
eral days. A dispatch to the London Times 
from Larissa reports that on April 26 the 
Turkish cavalry ertered and occupied the 
town, which practically offered no resist- 
ance. The other reports from Turkish 
ports are confirmatcry of this. Directly 
contradictory, however, are the dispatches 
sent out from Athens. These deny that Volo 
has fallen into the hands of the Turkish 
troops, and assert that the Turkish cav- 
alry have been repeatedly repulsed by the 
Greeks at Velestino, which guards the road 


This conflict at Velestino and desultory 
skirmishing along the frontier of Epirus are 
the oniy fighting that nas been reported 
since the battle at Mati and the subsequent 
rout of the Greeks. It has been evident for 
severa] days, however, that a great battle 
is imminent along the new line established 
by the Greek army. 


EDHEM PASHA’S PLAN. 


He Is Apparently Attempting to Turn 
the Greek Flank. 


LONDON, May 1.—The events of the past 
week have served to further alienate sym- 
pathy from the Greeks, The fact that the 
Greek officers were equally affected with 
the privates by the panic at Turnova and 
Larissa is regarded as proof that the Greeks 
are utterly demoralized and incapable of 


Withstanding the steady advance of the

LONDON, May 1—The statement that 
Greece will carry on the war to the last 
gasp is not regarded as of any !mportance.

TURKISH ADVICES. 


Victories Reported Near Valestino and 
in Epirus, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 1-—The 
Turkish legation here received the follow- 
ing cablegram from Constantinople to- 
night: 

“Marshal Edhem Pasha telegraphs that 
after a fight which took place at one hour’s 
distance from Valestino, our troops took 
possession of three fortresses and of three 
intrenchments. Hefzi Pasha, Conmander- 
in-Chief of the Ottoman forces in Epirus, 
also announces that the Hellenes, who were 
located at Karavan Seral, not being able to 
resist the attack of our troops, were com- 
pelled to abandon the town and the sum- 
mits commanding the pass of Comjadis, 
also have been taken by our troops.”’ 


RALLI’S AMBITION. 


His Aim Thought to Be Higher Than 
the Premiership. 


LONDON, May 1.—At the present 
moment interest centers at , Athens, 
rather than on the frontier. The _ po- 
Sition of the Greek royal family is evi- 
dently more critical. The change of min- 
istry is an eloquent sign of the weakness 
of King George, especially his accepting M. 
Ralli as Premier, for the Greek leader, 
when summoned to confer with His Majes- 
ty addressed\bim in a offensively blunt 
manner. The King replied with dignity, 
but he was forced to swallow his pride. 

It is the general {mpression that M. Ralli 
is aiming at something higher than the 
Premiership, but his acceptance of that of- 
fice is held to have placed him in an in- 
vidious position. A great victory might 
make him a popular idol, but a defeat, 
which is more probable, would cover him 
with odium and he would be overturned as 
a false prophet.

GERMAN OFFICERS. 


Fighting for the Turk, but Still in the 
Kaiser’s Service. 


LONDON, May 1.—It fs said to-day that 
the German Ambassador at Constantinople, 
Saurma Von Getsch, was on 
Wednesday last the bearer of a message 
to the Sultan, expressing Emperor Will- 
afpreciation of the manner in 
which Edhem Pasha had conducted the 
war against Greece. Gen. Grumbkoff, the

ENGLAND BAFFLED. 


Greek Pluck Causes Salisbury Much 
Disappointment. 


Bpectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—The Sun this morn. 
ing prints the following reviews on the 
war from London: : 

Official Europe now has a fresh grievance 
against Greece The powers calculated that 
the loss of Thessaly would be ample pun- 
ishment for the Greeks, and King George 
would be only too glad to cry to them for 
succor ih such an extremity. Greece has 
done nothing of the kind, and the powers, 


| 


and disgusted with a nation that doesn’t 
know when it is beaten, 

It is persistently reported that England, 
France and Italy are unwilling to wait long- 
er for the voluntary submission of Grece 
and urge that the concert should interfere 
unasked. The reason is, that every Turk- 
ish success stiffens the neck of the Sultan 
and increases the, difficulty of controlling 
him in the complicated settlement of the 
affairs of the Ottoman Empire, which was 
interrupted by the war. 

The new league of three Emperors, it is 
announced, refuses to Intervene at the pres- 
ent moment, or until the powers are request- 
ed by Greece to act. 

The matter ‘has gone still further, if tho 
reports current in diplomatic circles are cor- 
rect. Instead of Greece humbling herself 
before her European mentors, Great Britain 
finds her interests so threatened that she is 
striving secretly to induce the Greek au- 
thorities to apply for aid, 

In other words, Lord Salisbury, who con- 
sented to punish the’ Gréeks for the purpose 
of breaking their spirit, is now beseeching 
them to cry “enough” Decause thecod is 
reaily falling upon “hacks. esis 

The question which chiefly agitates diplo- 
matic circles is no Jonger War but whether 
Russia will be abl® to bind herself, France 
and Italy in addition to the two central 
powers. 


In othér words, ‘will Great Britain finally: 
be isolated? There is still strong confidence: 


in London that Lord Salisbury will be able 
to win France away from the Czar, while 
the friendship or alliance of Rome, it Is 
believed, may be had for the asking. This 
is expecting a great deal, and there is re- 
ally nothing tangible yet upon which Eng- 
lishmen can base such hopes. 

The manner in which England !{s pushing 
her policy of provocation against the Boers, 
which clearly has war for its object sug- 
gests that the Government,must have some 
assurance that she will not encounter the 
united opposition of Europe in the shame- 
ful programme. Otherwise Lord Salis- 
bury’s Ministry is pursuing a course of 
sheer madness. The conclusion is almost 
forced that England del‘berately prefers 
the Transvaal to anything in the East, and 
that at least some sort of understanding 
exists between that country and France. 

On thé other hand, it is repeatedly as- 
serted that there Is dissension in Lord Salis- 
bury’s cabinet, and that Mr, Chamber- 
lain is determined to pursue 4 policy of 
conquest in South Africa in spite of con- 
sequences elsewhere. If there is any truth 
in the latter rumor it spells disaster for 
Great Britain. 

Private advices from Constantinople say 
that immense misery and loss have been 
caused by the war to the Greeks resident 
in Turkey. 

The Greeks are as badly off as the Ar- 
menians, whom by the way, they never at- 
tempted to help tn their hour of need. 


GREEK LEGISLATIVE CHAMBER. 


Cordial Relations Shown Between Del- 
yannis and Ralli. 


ATHENS, May 1.—The legislative cham- 
ber finally secured a quorum and held a 
sitting this afternoon, great crowds sur- 
rounding the building. The public galleries 
were thronged. The new Ministers were 
seated on the Government benches. M. 
Rallil, the new Premier, wthout delay ad- 
dressed the House. He said the first care 
of the Government would be to reorganize 
the army. Without a reorganization of the 
military forces it would be impossible to 
carry on the war, and conclude an honor- 
able peace. Happily the army, which was 
worthy of a better fate, maintained its 
spirit unimpaired. The country might rely 
upon it with conSdence. He besought the 
legislative chamber and the natien to co- 
operate with the Government. Meanwhile 
the cabinet asked the chamber to agree to 
an adjournment. 

M. .Delyannis, who recently retired from 
the post of Premier, said there was no 
need of a vote in the Chamber regarding 
this subject. There should be no possible 
objection to.an adjournment. In the name 
of his party he desired to say that all of 
the members of the party would give their 
whole support to the new Cabinet as long 
as the Turks occupied an-inch of Greek 
territory. The maig subject of their solic- 
itude would be vo devise ways and means 
to drive the enemy from their country. 

M. Philaretos said that the Princes ought 
to be recalled from the frontier. The 
Crown Prince wag evidently too fatigued 
to lead the army. This remark was fol- 
lowed by applause from the galleries. 

One of the members of the Chamber ex- 
pressed astonishment at the reports of 
the lack of action on the part of the Greek 

t. 
ve. Ralli then confirmed the detailed re- 
ports received ooncerning the Greek vic- 


tory at Velestino. In regard to the move- 
ments of the army in Epirus,’ he said that 
the retreat had been orderly with the ex- 
ception.of @ part of the infantry, which 
had been ifffected by a panic, originating 
among the inhabitants of the villages. 

A motion to adjourn was adopted, gen- 
eral assent being given. M. Delyannis ap- 
proached M. Ralli -at the conclusion of 
the session, the ex-Premier and the new 
Premier shaking hands. This incident was 
heartly cheered, the members of the leg- 
islative chamber then leaving the building. 


FIGHT AT VELESTINO. 


Hundreds of Turks Mowed Down by 
the Guns of the Greeks, 


ATHENS, May 1.—Dispatahes just re- 
ceived from Pharsala, the headquarters of 


particulars of the recent fighting between 
the Turks and’ Greeks at Velestino, ten 
miles west of Volo, at the junction of the 
railroad connecting Volo with Larissa and 
| Pharsala. The Turkish attacking. force at 
Velestino consisted of 8,000 infantry, 0 
cavalry and thirteen guns. The charges of 
the Turkish cavalry were firmly withstood 
by the Evzones posted on Karantasi Hill. 
| An entire Turkish regiment was decimated. 
Four Turkish squadrons which attempted 
to charge were received with a combined 
rifle and shrapnel fire, which mowed down 
several hundred. 

The Greek irregulars co-operated with the 
regular troops of Greece. Fifty Greeks 
were killed and a Major and five subalterns 
were wounded. 

A detachment of Turkish cavalry from 
Larissa approached the railway between 
Pharsale and Domokos, which town is 
about ten miles south of Pharsala and in 
the Greek rear. The Greek artillery opened 
fire upon the enemy’s cavalry at long range 
and after a heavy cannonading forced the 
Turks to retire, the Greek cavalry pursuing 
them. The Turkish commander apparently 
wished to surprise the Greeks at Pharsala 
and sent two army corps against them, one 
from Trikkala and the other from Larissa. 

It is rumored here that Col. Vassos {s 
about to be recalled from the island of 
Crete. 

ATHENS, May 1.—A dispatch from Santa 
Maura, capital of the island of that name 
off the west coast of Greece, announces that 
the Greek gunboat flotilla In the gulf of 
Arta has bombarded the Turkish coast near 
Nicopolis and Santa Petras, The Turks 
fled.

They are now discuss- 
ing the cenditions of such intervention and 
appear about to reach an understanding. 


PLOT HATCHED IN NEW YORK 
To Dethrone King ( Gcdree and Make 
Greece a Republic.

NEW YORK, May 1.—Greek revolution- 
ists here assert that the Greek-Turkish war 
and the threatened uprising of the Greek 
people against their king are the outcome 
of a campaign conducted from this city te 
dethrone King George and turn Greece into 
a republic. The Greek Consul General de- 
nies the assertion and defends King George 

The seeds of revolutions, so some Greeks 
say, were sown by the Greek newspaper, 
Atlantis, printed in this city for circulation 
in Greece, and which made its first flerce 
onslaught on the King about a year ago, 
when @t asserted that he was fomenting 
war with Turkey in 1877 and at the same 
time making large sums of money operat- 
ing in wheat on the Parie Stock Exchange 
and the Chicago Board of Trade. The rev- 
olutionists say that the King inflamed the 
people to the verge of war to effect the’) 
wheat market so that prices would rise | 
and the wheat he bought before the war 
clouds appeared could be sold at a heavy 


profit. 
Itisafact that the paper was started three 


years ago by a rich importer and Greek rev- 
olutionist, Solon J. Viasto, 4ypon hia return 
from Greece, and just after he had con- 


ferred with his friend Ralli, who is now

Grad wrviecs. Greek printers and type were 
brought from Athens, and the paper, @ 
modest little sheet, which seems destined 
to play a part in history, was launched, 

For almost two years the «articles in 
Atlantis were temperate in tone. They 
painted in glowing colors the beauties of 
the American Republic and the advantages 
for the masses in republics in general. 
When it was believed that the masses of 
the Greeks were fully informed as to the 
benefits to be derived from a republic, the 
mine was sprung. Atlantis came out boldly 
and attacked the King. In covert language 
it advocated a republic for Greece, and, 
in the same article, accused the King of 
manipulating the affairs of his country so 
that he could speculate in wheat. 

This article created a sensation in Athens. 

A some time the paper had been care- 
watched by an agent of the King In 
city. Before the Issue could reach 

the agent cabled a synopsis of the’ 

and upon the arrival of the papers 
in Athens they were seized by order of 
the King and a warrant for lese majeste 
was issued the editor... This action 
on the part 6f"the King had beeX dis- 
counted by the revolutionists. Thousands 
of copies of the paper were sent secretly 
into Greece and the revolutionists assert 
they have served their,purpose. 

Following this first open attack on the 
King, Editor Viasto, as the files of his 
paper in the possession of a Greek in this 
city will show, accused the King of being 
a large holder of stock in a steamship 
company in Denmark, and: made the most 
of the fact that the King turned the Am- 
phritite, a warship, into a ‘private yacht, 
and took 3,000,000 francs from the public 
treasury to refit his yachts when there 
was not sufficient money to pay the in- 
terest upon the public debt. 

More issues of the paper were seized and 
two more warrants were issued against Mr. 
Vlasto. The King has never been able to 
serve them. Meanwhile the articles in the 
papers which were seized were printed in 
pamphlet form in the office of the paper 
and smuggled into Greece. They were dis- 
tributed free, and the editor made it known 
that revolution!sts could secure them free 
in any quantity. .Then, the revolutionists 
assert, Mr. Vlaste was requested by his col- 
leagues, leaders of the opposition in Greece, 
not to further circulate the pamphlets, as 
further incendiary work would cause the 
people to rise, and the time 3 revolution 
was not yet ripe.

Ever Since the Landing of, 
Poleff’s Expedition. 


HAVANA, VIA KEY WEST, Fila., May 1. 
—The port of Banes, in Santiago de Cuba, 
held by Gen. Calixto Garcia and 6 000 Cubans 
ever since the Laurada landed Roloff’s ex- 
pedition, has been recovered by the Spanish 
combined army and naval forces under 
Gen. Gomez Ruberte and Admiral Navarro. 
The Spanish forces combined at Nipe and 
Gen. Gomez Ruberte formed his forces, con- 
sisting of two columns, including 700 ma- 
nines, 400 navy and 1,200 infantry, com- 
manded respectively by Lieut.-Col, Christo- 
val Nunez and Lieut.-Col. Aylala, accom- 
panied by the chief of staff, Lieut.-Col. Kin- 


selan, a native of Cuba. Both columns 
boarded the Spanish fleet under the com- 
mand of Admiral Navarra and protected by 
artillery landed under @ heavy fire from the 
insurgents’ musketry at Ramon Peninsula 
off Banes.

Reserve 
boats are 3% steamed up, with crews at 
their posts, to be ready in case of a break, 
as it would wash entirely away in a few 
hours, destroying a portion of Natchez- 
under-the-hill and go over the tops of 
levees tn front of Vidalia, which calamity 
would ae the town entirely out of exist- 
ence, flooding a whole seciton of that coun- 
try.

No trains 
are being run on any of the roads from here 
over that section of the country. Their 
tracks are under water in numerous places.

‘A Story on Ma. Cundiff and Another 
About Gov. Tanner’s Big 
Poker Game.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 1.—Speaker 
Reed has told the members of the Senate 
and. House who have Deen trying to secure 
the passage of the bankruptcy bill that 
they will have to wait until December. 
His decision ts final. The measure which 
has passed the Senate will not be permitted 
to pass the House. It doesn’t make any 
difference to Mr. Reed that all the bus!- 
mess interests of the country demand the 
enactment of this particular plece of leg- 
{slation. He has decreed otherwise, and 
that, in the eyes of the autocratic ruter 
of the House, disposes of the question, 

But it doesn’t. It bids fair to come up 
in unexpected form and to bother Mr. Reed 
din more ways than one. 

The advocates of a bankruptcy law are 
shrewdly enlisting the Senators {fn thelr 
endeavor to force Reed to recede from his 
position. They want to make the enact- 
ment of the bankruptcy bill a condition 
recedent to the passage of the tariff bill. 
vr they could get enough members of the 
Bena o join the movement, the country 
woul witness the pleasing spectacle of 
thi n from Maine climbing down from 
Sam slevated verch and meekly submitting 
to a little richly deserved chastisement. 


Speaker Reed has a_ special grievance 
against Mr. Bland. These two statesmen 
are not on especially friendly terms any- 
way, and Mr. Bland's sturdy independence 
during the present session has irritated the 
Czar into showing feeling on several occa- 
gions. The Speaker has been accustomed to 
being fawned on to a certain extent by am- 
bitious statesmen who didn’t care to incur 
his ill will before the list of House commit- 
tees was made up. It wasin the nature ofa 

urprise therefore, to the fat man from 
Maine, when Mr. Bland began early in the 
session pouring hot shot into his ranks an‘ 
shelling the woods in the vicinity of the 
Reed camp whenever 
sented. 


Mr. Bland believes that the Speaker Is ar-— 


rogating to himself dangerous prerogatives 
tn holding up the naming of committees and 
in obstructing the right of the House to 
transact business. -Thus holding, the big sil- 
ver leader from the Eighth District has 
been a thorn in the Speaker’s path ever 
since the scason began. Reed cares nothing 
for the.onslaughts of Jerry Simpson or the 
mild attacks of new members on the Demo- 
cratic side. They fall harmless and leave 
him smiling and unperturbed. When Mr. 
Bland gets up to speak, however, a change 
comes over the Speaker. He grows restless 
-and shifts uneasily in his chair. His face 
becomes flushed and as the member from 
Missouri continues his sarcastic, stinging 
flagellation of the Speaker in refusing to let 
the House proceed to business, Mr. Reed 
looks appealingly to the Republican side. 
At once Mir. Dingley or Mr. Payne. or Mr. 
Hopkins, comes to the rescue. A point of 
order against Mr. Bland is made.

$5,718,068, which is principally accounted for 
by a ‘corresponding increase in the cash. 
The debt proper, independent of the cash 
in the Treasury, Was increased during the 
month by $326,843, on account of the de- 
posits of national bank notes in excess of 
redemptions, 

The debt is classified as follows: Interest 
bearing debt, $847,365,030; debt on which in- 
terest has ceased since maturity, $1,353,830: 
debt bearing no interest, $377,615,789: tota} 
$1,226,334,649. This, however, does not in- 
Clude $605,107,473 in certificates and Treas- 
ury notes outstanding which are offset by 
an equal amount of cash in the Treasury. 

The cash in the Treasury is classified as 
follows: Gold, $190,762,888:; silver, $518, 496,103: 
paper, $149,391,838; bonds, disbursing officers 
yalances, etc., $18,095,818; total, $876, 746.685

SHE PLEASES. 


THE GREEK __ SITUATION. 


Austrian Ambassador Says the Little 
Nation Must Come to 
Her Senses. 


BERLIN, May 1.—The Austrian Ambassa- 
dor here, Count Von Secziogyeny-Marich, in 
an interview on the Eastern question, said: 

‘The meetings of the rulers of Austria, 
Germany, Russia and France were mainly 
for two purposes, to re-establish peace in 
the Orient and to come to a joint under- 
standing as to the steps to be taken in case 
hostilities break out afresh in the Orient or 
elsewhere, notably South Africa, Greece 
will undoubtedly soon come to her senses, 
and, if not, she will be brought to them. 
That small, turbulent country, whose very 
existence depends upon the great Powers, 


in a carp pond. The powers, however, are 
still, as from the first, full of good will and 
forbearance for Greece. Turkey will not do 
more nor will she be permitted to do more 
than restore the status quo. Greece is no 
match for Turkey, and she will learn that or 
suffer therefor. 

“As for things in South Africa, the con- 
tinental powers have the same peaceful and 
just alm to maintain the present status, 
resting upon international agrecments 
which cannot be broker with impunity by 
Great Britain, the Transvaal or l'ortugal. 
The facts brought to the notice of the con- 
tinental powers are such as to show that 
peace is threatened in Fouth Africa and the 
Emperor of Germauy has taken the lead in 
suggesting joint steps to neutralizes the dan- 
ger of hostilities. Is pians are heartily 
indorsed by Austria and Russia, with the 
conditional approval of branes, Great Bri- 
tain will not be permitte! to use he Trans- 
vaal or destroy its independence. The re- 
monstrances of the continental powers will 
soon be presented to Great Britain, and no 
doubt they will have the desired effect. It

Emperor William’s cutting remarks about 
‘‘men without patriotism,’ which were used 
not only in a telegram to his brother, Prince 
Henry of Russia, but also in a public ad- 
dress delivered at Carlsrhue in reply to the 
greetings of the municipal officials at that 
ylace, have created a sensation. His 
Majesty’s telegram to Prince Henry com- 
manded him to attend the celebration of 
Queen Victoria’s diamond jubilee with the 
German cruiser, Koenig Wilhelm, and, re- 
gretting his inability to send a better ship, 
the Emperor said: 

“This is the result of«the conduct of the 
unpatriotic people who refused the recent 
credits for the navy.”’ 

Herr Bebel, the Soctalist leader, referred 
to the matter in the Reichstag, quoting the 
Eemperor’s words and condemn.ng them. 
The Koelnische Volks-Zeitung, the leading 
Centrist organ, says: “These words con- 
demn thémselves,’’ and advises the Em- 
peror to see if a majority of the ation at 
the Reichstag elections indorse his pet 
schemes more than the present Reichstag, 
adding: “The Reichstag must insist upon 
more respectful treatment.’”’ 


The dismissal of Dr. Peters, the. former 
German High Commissioner in Africa, is 
unanimously approved by the press. The 
Koelnische Volks-Zeitung on this subject 

“The great African has played his 

role in Germany, and, let us hope, 

this sentence, an epoch in German 
colonial policy, so full of scandals and mis- 
deeds, is closed.’”’

In the old Lucas mansion. on Lucas place, 
between Fifteenth and Sixteenth streé@is, are 
the offices of the Missouri River Commis- 
sion.

A TOUGH JOB. 
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Racing Rules Are Giving the Officials 
Much Trouble. 


The pacing problem is the one which i« 
now giving the track men the greatest 
amount of trouble of any of their many 
worries. 

Hiow to run &@ race 80 as to get the moat 
out of each man without doing an injust ee 


‘to any is a very difficult problem to solve. 
lt in a Well-established rule now that the 
man who makes the pace seldom wins the 
race because of the fact that he has had 
the greatest alr resistance to push againat 
of l1.. Those behind him have follow 

niong Close up and been assisted by him as 
much ae he has been retarded by his pos. 
tien. The racing men all know this and 
none seek to make the pace, s0 that the 
result is a loaf until the last lap or two, 
poe the race becomes a sprint. Various 


rare 


required to take the post or lead at least 
once before the bell rings to announce that 
the next lap is to be the last. In other 
places a time limit is also fixed within 
which each contestant must finish or be 
disqualified. 

These two rules abate the evil to a cer- 
tain degree, but do not remedy it entirely, 
and the problem of making bicycle racing 
absolutely fair has yet to be solved. 

Arthur Zimmerman, the champion, is an 
advocate of the &traightaway track with 
a separate lane or path for each rider. 
This will work very well in distances up 
to a mile where there is enough racing done 
to warrant the building of so expensive a 
track as such would neces#arily be, but 
even at a mile it would be but a poor race 
fo, the ego who is of some impor- 
tance in these matters, .He could s@p either 
the start or the finish, but 
both. In fact, not more than a 
the race would be clear to him. 

Another plan is to start riders in opposite 
directions, bit it thas few adherents, be- 
cause the very nature of a race is the ap- 
parent eontest going on. When men are 
go'ng from opposite sides they are merely 
running against time and the real racing 
feature is entirely left out of it. 

Chairman Mott of the Racing Board and 
the members of that body all over the 
country are figuring on the subject and 
taking the advice of racing men and train- 
ers in hope of arriving at a solution of The 
racing rule problem, 

The bicyclé has brought into racing féat 
ures that never existed before and for 
which entirely new rules must be made and 
applied. The idea is.to get a fair and 
square code af rules which will enable the 
best man to win on his merits and not a+ 
low him to be beaten out by tricks or 
combinations on the part of his opponents. 


WHERE IS THE LINE? 


A Difficult Problem Confronting the 
Courts of Law. 


The bicycle has added another problem 
to the thousands which go to make courts 
of law perplexing. 

The question has arisen as to how far the 


bicycle gait may invade the courts without 
becoming liable for contempt. 

As it Is now the circuit and Federal courts 
are very strict along certain lines regard- 
ing > For example, no one is per- 
mitted tn a court room while court is sit- 
ting without a eoat. All persons must be 
decently attired and all men must remove 
their hats at the door. Some judges will 
not permit newspapers to be read conspic- 
uously in their court rooms, holding that 
such a precedence is prima facia evidence 
of inattention and disrespect. Others ob- 
ject seriously to tobacco chewing and al- 
ways have the Sheriff stop it when it is 
observed. Th summer time allowances are 
made in favor of pen-wiper coats of not 
too gaudy texture. The question now pre- 
sents itself as to how pronounced a bicycle 
costume will be allowed, and whether a 
@® man attired in golf stockings and a 
sweater will be allowed the privileges of 
the court rooms, 

While there are many lawyers who ride 
bicycles there have been none as yet who 
have tested the matter by wearing the ac- 
cepted bicycle costume into court. The 
question is impending, however, and the 
court room Sheriffs’ are debating among 
themselves as to how far they may over- 
look the oddities of the bicycle suit. They 
argue that a man in a base ball costume 
would be invited to change his clothes or 
that any other person whose garb would 
attract unusual attention sufficient to dis- 
tract attention from the case on trial would 
be requested to get out, 

It may be that a judicial mandate will be 
asked on that point.

SANGER’S SYSTEM, 


He Tells How to Train Properly for 
a Race. 
In answer to a request Walter C. Sanger 


has furnished the racing public with some 


very useful information regarding training. 
Although his plan does not vary from that ' 


a 


adopted by the majority of the racers of 
the day, it will prove interesting to read 
what ‘“‘Wooden Shoes’’ would have wheel- 
men do in order to become successful speed 
merchants. 


“A man preparing for a season's racing,”’ 
says Sanger, “should, first of all, begin by 
physicing for a week or 86, thereby not 
only putting the stomach into proper con- 
dition, but also giving the blood a chance 
to get rid of some of the impurities caused 
by alcoholic drinks (if used at all freely) cr 
by rich foods. 

“This being done, he can start in with 
light work. He will find gymnasium work, 
such as the use of -dumbbells, punching the 
bag or sparrin#@'‘and breathing exercises 
very beneficial. ta “him after work, as the 
upper body gets vary little exercise while 
riding. Good wind is the same to a .-bi- 
cycle rider as steam is to an engine, and 
one cannot work without the other. There- 
fore, the use of tobacco in any form its not 
the proper thing. The use of tobacco may 
effect some persons more than others, but 
all will find improvement in form. more 
rapidly by abstaihing from its use. 


“After a few weeks of gymnasium work 
the rider may start in with light track 
work, riding from five to six miles at a 
three-minute clip, in the morning and after- 
noon, and then gradually running the speed 
down ten or fifteen seconds during a few 
weeks. Up to this time no sprinting should 
be attempted, but strength and positioning 
on the wheel should be looked after. By 
the use of heavy sweaters the weight will 
come down to what it should be and the 
loose fat will be worked away until very 
little remains. This should be left, as it s 
better for a man who has much travel ng 
to do to have a little fat to work on rather 
than have none at all. 

‘The rider may now gradually work his 


> 


speed down day by day and finish his work 
with a good half mile or so. Then, after 
resting a little by slow riding, a quick, short 
sprint may be taken. After each working- 
out a thorough rub-down should be had, not 
only the muscles of the legs being rubbed 
but also those of the stomach, back and 
arms, as they all help the legs to do their 
work more easily, and cannot do this if they 
are left to get lame and sore. A cold sponge 
bath taken after the rider has had time to 
sweat freely will be found to be very re- 
freshing, and taken before the rub-down 
will lessen the chances of taking a cold. 
“In regards to dieting, each rider must 
use his own judgment. What may agree 
with one may harm another, But ail 
riders should refrain from eating greasy 
foods and rich pastries, and the less coffee 
is used the better. 
“‘Above all, the keeping of regular hours 
is something that should not be forgotten.”

The action of the 
complaint is the same as if a pease of whale- 
bone were being compressed at the ¢ ; 
The curve that would voault in the, mid 1 
of the whalebone is precisely. : 
backbone of the sufferer from “bicye 
spine” will assume when the complaint be- 
comes sufficiently aggravated. 

Back pedaling brings on the wore 
called “bicycle wrist.” When the rider 
treads back on the pedals of his wheel, of 
necessity he tightens his grip on the handle 
bars. The muscles of both legs and wrists 
are brought into play in the effort to stay 
the progress of the wheel. 

One of the latest and most erpating, B- 
firmities for whose origin the wheelts 
blamed is the “bicycle eye.” The sensitive 
eye of the wheelman is taxed altogether 
much for safety during a long ride. ut 
only has the rider to face the glare of the 
sunlight, but the irritating effect of dust 
that rises in clouds on a windy days The 
muscles of the eye, infen only for the 
most delicate service, are constantly and 
violently at work for hours under especially 
irritating conditions. 

The focus is taxed to the utmost by the 
constantly moving vista, and the arteries 
of the choroid and iris are greatly over- 
etrained.

It will be seen that there is a great deal 
of athletics in the programme. It isn’t all 
speeches and music. Indeed, to be a suc- 
cessful Turner, one must be a hard worker. 
It is not all play. In organizing and main- 
taining the Turner Bund, the promoters of 
the work especially disclaim that their 
physical culture work is for purposes of 
sport—as sport. It is a serious business and 
18s not purely for fun, or to train athletic 
young men for professional work in the 
field. Their purpose is to train and secure 
a uniform physical excellence in the youth 
of the land. 
_Hugo Muench, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the organization in America, 
said recently: ‘‘One of the chief aims of the 
North American Turner-Bund has been for 
years, and is now, to induce our educational 
bodies to recognize and obey the deenands 
of our school-attending youth for needed 
bodily relaxation and exercise, while under 
the great mental strain to which our latter- 
day school methods subject them. Such a 
result is not attained by means of play 
alone, for play or sport is not only one- 
sided exercise, but.it lacks uniformity, and 
the very scholars who, from their weakly 
condition, most need the stimulus of a 
whirl in the fresh air, will be seen timidly 
standing or sitting around, afraid to display 
their awkwardness. School gymnastics re- 
move all these short comings.

DRILLED AT THE FAIR GROUNDS 
BY PROF. WITTICH. 


THEIR TEACHERS ASSISTED. 


It Was a Prelude to the Big National 
Turnfest Which Begins 
Thursday. 


It was an odd but a beautiful sight at 
the Fair Grounds yesterday afternoon, 
when 7,000 or 8,000 school children assem- 
bled for their calisthenic exercises, which 
was a prelude to the appearance on Thurs- 
day next of the National Turnfest. 

The assembling yesterday was in the na- 
ture of a drill, under the direction of Prof. 
George Wittich, supervisor of physical 
culture in the public schools. 

The children, their teachers and friends, 
formed a bigger crowd than has been on 
the Fair Ground in many a day. Fully 7,000 
or 8,000 children were there and perhaps 
2500 others, including an army of teachers 
to hold the yourgsters in order. The chil- 
dren came in street cars, specially provid- 
ed, and it was no small tax on the railways 
to carry them all. Each school in the city 
had its phalanx of proficients in calis- 
thenics, marshaled by teachers. 

The handling of so large a throng, and 
their disposal on the ground, took a great 
deal of time. The children began to arrive 
in crowds at 2 o’clock, but it was after 4 
before the drill or exhibition began, The 


youngsters got very tired, and keeping them 
in line was a job that taxed the efforts of 
teachers and guardians. 

The busiest man in the Mississippi Valley, 
while this was going on, was Prof. Wit- 
tich. He assumed the duties of grand mar- 
shal, without a suffieiency of aids, and the 
difficulty in occupying all parts of the field 
confronted the professor early in the day. 
By the time he was ready for the drill his 
coat was covered with dust, his face looked 
like a-cval heaver’s, and his linen was limp 
and soiled. But when the drill began it was 
very pretty. The spectacle of 8,000 children 
moving in perfect cadence to the music of 
the band was exhilarating. The young- 
sters were remarkably well drilled. The 
boys used long single sticks as did many 
of the older girls. 

The little tots went through their evolu- 
tions with their arms and bodies. The time 
was well preserved. 

Prof. Wittich directed the fleld from an 
elevation with a flag, but, of course, the 
notes of the band furnished the rhythm. 
The movements of the “single sticks,’’ up 
and*down with various other figures, all 
calculated to develop the arms and shoul- 
ders, were the chief features. There were 
also posings by the little girls after the 
or a of Delaware, swaying in unison with 
the music. So much time was occupled in 
assembling the youthful phalanxes, that 
the real drill had to be cut short to the 
regret of the observers, for the exercises 
were pretty and interesting. A _ serious 
question arose about getting all the chil- 
dren home itn safety. But the street car 
companies had plenty of cars, though of 
course it took a long time until all were 
out of the grounds. Most of the North St. 
Louis children went home as they came— 
on foot. 

The same drill, perfected somewhat, will 
form a part of the Turnerfest programme 
for Thursday. It will be a sight worth see- 


ing.

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THE PRICE OF GRAVES. 
Tt is difficult to understand why the 
Bellefontaine Cemetery Association has 
decided to make the charge for graves $30 
fm all cases. This charge is not unreas- 
onable in the case of persons of means, 
but it will certainly bear heavily on the 
poor. If this action is followed by other 
cemetery companies, it will have the 
effect of forcing many poor persons to 
have their dead buried in the Potter's 
Field, or else impoverishing themselves 
to meet the cost of burial. 

There is no reason why the equality 
which it is said Death forces upon all 
should be extended to aarges for grave- 
yard lots. Has the Bellefontaine Asso- 
ciation stopped to consider how this in- 
creased charge will work in the case of 
a poor widow who'may wish to bury a 

‘ dead child in Bellefontaine, the father’s 
body having already been laid to rest 
there? <A child’s grave does not occupy 
s0 much space nor cost so much labor to 
dig as that of an adult. Why, then, make 
the same charge in each case? 

To increase the charge for a child’s 
grave from $9 to $30 is surely unreason- 
able. A cemetery company ought not 
to make arbitrary rules that will result 
in separating members of families in 
death, or else making the already heavy 
cost of funerals an excessive burden up- 
on persons of small means.

THE CZAR’S HOLIDAY. 

Czar Ziegenhein I, has proclaimed a 
royal holiday. 

A royal holiday is not one for the com- 
mon people, but for the attaches of the 
court and those who surround the royal 
person. Accordingly, while all the pub- 
lic officials in and around the City Hall 
will take a half hdliday next Thursday, 
by proclamation of the Mayor, the un- 
official classes will work as usual, 

The occasion of the half holiday for 
the official class is the meeting in St. 
Louis of the annual convention of the 
North American Turnerbund. The Mayor 
of St. Louis is a Turner, and proposes to 
give official recognition to an event in 
which he takes a personal interest. 

He is not establishing a precedent to 
govern his future official actions. Any 
ordinary event will not move him to close 
all the public offices. If one of the great 
national party conventions is held here 
in 1900 it will not tempt the Mayor to 
proclaim a holiday. Only the other day 
there was a national convention here of 
the Concatenated Order of Hoo Hoos, 
but Mayor Ziegenhein did not order a 
suspension of publie business, and it is 
safe to say he would not do so if St. 
Louis should bé@ the next meeting place 
of the annua}Mational] conventions of the 
Irish-Ameri@an League or the Sons of the

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THE GRAECO-TURKISH WAR. 


The disclosures of the past week re- 
garding the war in Thessaly and Epirus 
are discouraging to every friend of lib- 
erty and distressing to every lover of hu- 
manity throughout the world. The strong 
| sympathy for Greece which was univer- 
sally felt when the war began has. been 
completely forfeited. It is difficult to 
'say which is most deserving of condem- 
' nation—the Greek dynasty or the Greek 
| people. 

Nothing can be said in defense of King 
George and his Cabinet. It may be true 


—it probably is true—that they were 
driven into the war by the demands of 
the people. But they knew the temper 
of the people long before hostilities be- 
gan, and they also knew that they would 
yield to it. It was their first duty, there- 
fore, to their people and to the cause of 
Christian freedom which they represent- 
ed to prepare for the war and to be ready 
to strike effective blows when it should 
begin, 

Instead of this, the opening hostilities, 
rendered inevitable by their course, found 
the country totally unprepared for war. 
The army was undisciplined and unprod- 
vided with supplies, and the men desig- 
nated as leaders were without confidence 
in themselves and without the confidence 
of their troops. 

That disaster should result from this 
was inevitable, even had the Greek sol- 
diers been as brave and self-reliant as 
those which wrested victory from the 
Turks in the War of Independence. But— 
and this is the saddest disclosure of all— 
the very soldiers that clamored for war 
and forced their government into provok- 
ing it,have exhibited thegrossest coward- 
ice. It is evident now that the news 
about “desperate fighting,’ which came 
by way of Athens during the first week 
of the war, was a pure fabrication. The 
plain truth is, as shown by the belated 
dispatches from foreign correspondents 
on the ground, that there has not been a 
respectable skirmish, not even a hard- 
fought collision of the outposts, since the 
war began. There has been more or less 
pounding away of the artillery at long 
range, but of actual fighting there has 
been none, 

The rout at Larissa is even now unin- 
telligible to the Turk, to Greek and to 
correspondents alike. There was no bat- 
tle. There was no skirmish even that 
amounted to anything. The Turkish 
troops were simply deploying in prepara- 
tion for a fight, when the Greek army 
broke ranks, deserted its position and 
guns and fled in a wild panic that would 
have been disgraceful to an unorganized 
and unarmed mob. One regiment of Eng- 
lish, American, German or Russian troops 
would have given Edhem Pasha a harder 
fight than the whole Greek army and 
navy has given him since the war began. 

There can be no sympathy for a people 
who clamor for war and then flee in ab- 
ject cowardice as soon as a fight is 
threatened. If Premier Ralli profits by 
the lessons he studied at the front in 
Thessaly, he will ask the intervention of 
the Powers without delay and accept 
whatever terms the Turk can be induced 
to offer. Obviously there is no fight in 
the Greeks at this time, and to expose 
them to the Turks, who will fight, 
simply to provoke useless slaughter or

The man who labors with his hands is 
given to thinking that the brain worker's 
work is no work at all. The latter on his 
part is given to maintaining that his work 
is more\fatiguing ag wearing than manual 
labor. Mortality statistics do not bear out 
this idea, since the average of longevity is 
higher among professional men and states- 
men than among the masses, Nevertheless, 
it is curious and rare to find a literary man 
taking the view of the Wessex peasant Ov 
the question of brawn vs. brain. Tolstoi, 
in one of his tales of Russian peasants, 
takes just this view. He contends that it 
is absurd to call head work by that name, 


that no labor or mental or bodily fatigue | 


or strain attaches to it at all, that it is 
mere recreation as {t were. This is not his 
exact language, but it conveys the idea. 
In better language than the Wessex peas- 
ant uses he maintains precisely the same 
theory, namely, that writing is just sitting 
down and writing, and not doing anything 
at all. 

As was expected by most thinking people 
who have watched the case, the Supreme 
Court of New York decided that the New 
York Jockey Club could not refuse Riley 
Grannan, the plunger, admission to race 
tracks when he tendered his money. The 
decis'on was based on the theory that the 
Jockey Club could not esablish a rule reg- 
ulating a practice which is in itseif a vio- 
lation of law. 
betting on a race track, and yet the clu) 
went into court to defend a rule of their 
own regulating what is forbidden by: law. 
This is good law, and common sense, too, 
but it serves at the same time to demon- 
strate a peculiarity of our legal machinery. 
There was abundant testimony to show 
that betting was caried on. It was well 
known that Riley Grannan’s $500 gift to 
Jockey Fred Taral, in violation of one of 
the rules of the club, was given in gratitude 
by the plunger because of his winnings on 
the race. But the Supreme Court was not 
trying this issue, and the lower courts havy- 
ing jurisdiction seem to be utterly power- 
less to obtain such testimony. Everybody 
knows the law is openly violated. This in- 
cludes the officers of many of the courts, 
as to personal knowledge, but official 
knowledge is another thing altogether. 


It is not necessary to go to New York, 
however, to encounter this anomaly. We 
have it right here before us every day. 
For example, there was the little tour of 
Chief of Police Harrigan last week in search 
of official knowledge of what was going 
on in the bad lands, just as though he had 
not known all about it for lo these many 
years. Capt. Joyce’s parade of Washington 
avenue from Tenth to Broadway was an- 
other amusing little comedy. Every citizen 
who ever walked the avenue after nightfall 
is thoroughly conversant with the extent of 
the evil Capt. Joyce ‘‘discovered,’’ and so is 
every policeman and detective. Neverthe- 
less, the ‘‘official knowledge’’ act had to be 
performed before any action cowld be or- 
dered. All of which is very amusing. 


There comes a kick from some unknown 
source anent the absence of lights in Lafay- 
ette Park. Methinks the protest does not 
come from the youth of the land. In their 
eyes the usefulness of a park is destroyed 
in proportion to the number and brilliancy 
of the ights placed within it. Tower Grove 
has few lights, and Forest Park is well 
lighted only along certain public walks, and 
no kick comes about the unlighted portions. 
Romeo and Juliet found the moon and stars 
good enough and plenty endugh light for 
them, and the youth of both sexes who stroll 
in our parks o’ nights are of the same 
mind. Kids are supposed to go to bed at 
dark, and the old folks might get along 
with a fringe of lights around the principal 
walks and give those who go a-courting a 
chance. 


It is very painful to learn from the public 
prints that the redoubtable ‘“‘Willie Green” 
was “punched in the encounter” at the 
pugilistic affair which was pulled off a few 
evenings ago. It is an record that men 
have been slugged on the street corner, 
und even hit in:the melee, but a blow in the 
encounter is likely to terminate seriously. 


Dr. A. H, Gardner of Sew York is the 
upostle of quietude. He has inaugurated 
a crusade against the disturbing noises 
which are destroying the nerves of those 
who live in large cities. He has discovered 
an ordinance, long forgotten, and which 
has never been enforced since it became a 
law, forbidding any truckman to hau! tron 
rails, girders and sheet iron over the streets, 
without deadening the sound. This is the 
only ordinance he has found on the subject 
of noise. <London has an Association for 
the Prevention of Street Nolses, and the 
unnecessary nolses made in cities consti- 
tute an evil which deserves greater atten- 
tion. Why should the early morning milk- 
man awaken with .jhis bell a whole block of 
sleeping citizens that he may call forth 
one housemaild to get the milk? Why should 
the late tamale man disturb those who go 
early to bed by his horrid cries of “Red 
Why should the newsboy be per- 
mitted to rupture our typanums with hia 
unearthly yells? or the old clothes man and 
the vender of strawberries split the ears of 
the groundlings? Why should every one in 
its sound be rudely awakened by the early 
church bell? And,to reiterate an old plaint, 
why should our ears be violently assaulted 
by the vile clang of the street car register 
gong? Everybody knows that nervous dis- 
eases abound In the cities. The cause Is 
ascribed to the cares of business, the race 
for wealth, the ceaseless rounds of pleasure 
and dissipation. But if the truth could be 
known perhaps the nerves are racked by 
noises, most of them useless noises, than 
by any of the recognized factors in the 
destruction of nerves. i? 


Speaking of noises, one of the mopt start- 
ling of innovations is the threatened sub- 
jection of the show “barker” and his con- 
freres at Coney Island. They are to be 
restricted by ordinance to a conversationa 


tone in calling attention to the tented at 
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tractions, and the peripatetic salesman 
must lower his voice accordingly in recom- 
mending his wiener-wurst, cakes, candy 
and pop. Can the imagination conceive of 
a quiet, orderly Coney Island? If this thing 
is to become general we shall have circuses 
as quietly conducted as prayer meetings, 
Imagine a side-show “barker” at the fair, 
remarking in musical, conversational tones, 
“Gentlemen, here is a show worthy of your 
attention. We have in here the only, wild 
man of Borneo, and a troupe of genuine 
couchee-couchee dancers from the Orient.” 
And instead of the familiar yell, “Step up 
here and get your iced lemonade, five a 
glass,” to have a mild-mannered gentleman 
approach one individually and say, Excuse 
me, sir, but if you desire to slake your 
thirst, we have here a cooling, non-intoxi- 
cating beverage which you will find most 
refreshing, at a nominal cost.” 


Capt. Pegram, the well-known railroad 
man, has published his views on how to 
control the Mississippi River at floodtide. 
Mr. Pegram would have the levees bullt 
higher, and stronger, and he would straight- 
en the river by eliminating all the sharp 
bends and horse shoes from Cairo to New 
Orleans. It is to be feared that Capt. Pe- 
gram has allowed his railroading ideas to 
affect his theories. It is all right to build 
railroads in as straight a line as is com- 
patible with the towns along the route 
which it is desirable to reach, but the Mis- 
sissippi River is given to resenting efforts 
to control it along these lines. Gen, Grant 
tried to straighten the river at Vicksburg. 
He dug a new bed for a cut-off, but when 
the river filled up it chase its own way, and. 
not only refusing to change its course, it 
filled up the man-made new channel with de- 
bris and sediment. About the most amusing 
instance of record of man proposing and the 
river disposing was the attempt of the 
County Court of Shelby County, Tennessee, 
in which Memphis is situated, to straighten 
out Wolf River near its mouth. The county 
road crossed the river twice. To avoid this 
it was proposed to straighten the river. A 
channel was cut in the hopes that at the 
next risé the river would adopt it for its 
own and never know the difference. In 
anticipation of all this a new fron bridge 
was built over the prospective cut-off at a 
cost of $3,000. In due time the rains de- 
scended and the floods came. The river 
rose and filled the new channel, Then the 
river fell again—and continued to run in the 
old channel. The cut-o2% was filled up level 
with the surrounding country, The bridge 
is still there out in the woods, unless it has 
rotted away, with no road leading to it, and 
spanning nothing, a monument to the futil- 
ity of human attempts to circumvent na- 
ture.

‘The latest example is the 
notorious Mary Duff, who pre-empts apart- 
ments whenever she gets ready without 
notifying landlords, Mary was pulled again 
last week. She makes a living clairvoyant- 
ing for other people, but she is unable to 
see trouble ahead for herself, or probably 
she would not accumulate so much of It. 


Just as soon as a scientific theory is ac- 
cepted ag the real thing» which cannot be 
controverted, some scientist is sure to come 
along and prove that it is all wrong. We 
have been taught these many years that 
the blindness of cave fish and fauna is proof 
of the theory of propagation by natural 
Selection, that nature discards the unuse- 
ful, that once the whale had legs, but being 
forced to take to the water, the legs in 
succeeding generations disappeared and 
were replaced by fins, that the cave denizens 
having no use for eyes, atrophy set fn and 
reduced them to mere rudiments or caused 
them to disappear altogether. All these 
facts, and many others, were proven to 
everybody’s satisfaction, when all at once 
a scientist bobs up and tells us that this 
is all wrong, and that cave fishes are merely 
an aggregation of the blind, who, for great- 
er protection, flocked together in caves in- 
stead of exposing themselves to enemies 
with the extra sense of sight.

The history of the Tennessee Centennial

it has proved that our geographers are all 
wrong in premising that the earth is a 
sphere lattened at the poles, and that as a 
sphere flattened at the poles, and that as a 
pear or a top, depressed at the North pole 
and raised conically at the South pole. 

This result has been pointed out by M. 
de Papparent, a French savant, in La 
Nature. Before Nansen's expedition, it was 
generally agreed by scientists that the 
Polar Sea was very shallow, with a depth 
of not exceeding 900 feet. Nansen exploded 
this theory. e found, on the contrary, 
that the Polar Seas were deeper than the 
average depth of oceans. Instead of 0 
feet, he found depths ranging from 9,000 to 
12,000 feet. Only near the New Siberian 
Islands and Spitzbergen did he encounter 
shallow water less than a thousand feet 
in deovth. 

It has been contended by some scientists

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THE OLDEST CHURCH IN NEW 
YORK TO CELEBRATE. 


Is NOW ENORMOUSLY RICH. 


Got Its Start From a Grant of Land 
Worth Only $2,500 Then, but 
Millions on Millions Now. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 29.—‘‘Old Trinity” is 
in holiday attire these days, and well may 
it be, béeeause its Secénd centennial will be 
celebrated on May 6 Two hundred years 
service in a good cause is a glorious record, 
and none will begrudge the Episcopalians 
one whit of the congratulations they are 
receiving or condemn the self conscious en- 
thusiasm they manifest. The city has been 


s0 completely tied up in the Grant dedica- 
tion that Trinity’s celebration has almost 
been lost sight of, but New Yorkers are 
scarcely off with the old love before they 
‘are on with the new, and in a day or two 
the crowds will be drift.ng down among 
the graves of the long ago. 

The celebration will begin on next Sunday 
and continue until the following Sunday, 
during which time services unique and im- 
osing will be held daily. Bishop Potter 
s to deliver an oration on Wednesday, 
which will be the chief event of the week. 
As Columbia College was a Trinity gift it 
will take a prominent part in the celebra. 
tion that day. More than 200 famous col. 
legians will be special guests at this service. 
Every Episcopal clergyman and all prom: 
ent jeaders in that church and many others 
throughout the United States, Canada and 
Europe have been invited. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury was invited to attend, but 
uge and work prevented his acceptance, 
He has commissioned a special representa- 
tive of the Church of England to partici- 
pate in the celebration. 

In view of the character of the men to 
participate therein the religious and liter- 
ary programmes are pitched on such a 

lane as to make the day and week most 
mpressivée. Special services by an aug- 
mented choir has long been in rehearsal, 
and some enchanting music will be heard. 
While services are in progress in the 
mother church special services will be cele- 
brated in @ach of the eighty Episcopal 
churches m We ‘hattan island, 

It is very probable that the Trinity cor- 
poration will take advantage of this occa- 
sion to announce the inauguration of an- 
other gigantic charity work of education, 
As its plans In this respect uate kept 
quiet until the last moment afl disctission 
on this point is, therefore, speculation. With 
this feast in contemplation it is no wonder 
the par‘shioners are in a high state of ex- 
pectancy. 


Trinity Church history is almost coexten- 
sive with that of Manhattun Island, and the 
rominent part the corporation has played 
n state and church affairs renders it a 
National institution, and its celebration, 
therefore, becomes of importance through- 
out the land. In this city it Is of wide- 
spread interest among church people, as 
Trinity is the mother of the great Episcopal 
Church here which has more than 40.000 
communicants. Besides ma!ntaining ancient 
St. Paul's, St. Agnes’ and five other exten- 
sives parishes it has established eight great 
parishes that are independent. Among these 
fe the world-wide famous beautiful Grace 
Church. Altogether Trinity contributes to 
the support of twenty-four congregations. 
Its wift of something like $5 000,000 to these 
independent parishes, a half million dollars 
to Columbia College way back in 1782 and 
the maintaining of vast charities, keep the 
Old church before the public even more 
oeenently than does its. location in lower 
rondway, at the head of the street, where 
it looks down (with a shudder and sigh it ts 
to be hoped) upon the witkedness of the

way end of this property Trinity Church 
now stands. Part of the remainder fs oc- 
cupied by church institutions, but the 
greater part has been in others’ hands for 
many, many years. Its value to-day would 
probabl¥ be $50,000,000. 

When this. grant was made a royal chart- 
er was givey the church and the Governor- 
General wage at its head. An annual rental 
of one pepper-corn was exacted, For seven 
years the parish had the rental of the 
“King’s farm,’ a tract running from what 
ig now the southwest corner of the Astor 
House in Broadway to Christopher street 
and wegt to the North River. It is this 
particular tract, given to Trinity by the 
Crown in 1704, that pleased the Jans claim- 
ants, and for which they have spent many 
years of toil and expectation and no little 
money. 

No part of Trinity's holdings is more in- 
teresting than the graveyards around Trin- 
ity and St. Pauls. Phere in the heart of the 
lower Broadway district are graves of the 
Revolutionary and Knickerbocker dead, 
monuments to heroes in war and sciénce, 
and others of lesser note. They are visited 
by scores daily and. will ever be. 

Nearly one hundred graveyards were once 
situated In Nassau and John and Chambers 
and the other sireets of the vicinity. The 
community buried its colored dead in City 
Hall Park and its pauper dead :n Washing- 
ton Square. Every one of these graveyards 
has been leveled oyer and built upon. But 
still the dead sleep undisturbed at Trinity 
and, hard by, in St, Paul’s Churenyard. And 
undistinguished in the dust of Trinity’s 
churchyard lie the bones of 160,000 people, 
the last of whom died generations since. 

The interment of bodies in burial plots 
below Canal etreet has been forbidden by 
law since 1882. But the crowding tomb- 
Stones of the old churchyard bear record 
to the virtues of thousands of the ancient 
worthies. There repose the bones of the 
first churchwardens, and of all of the first 
vestrymen.

The beautiful features of Trinity have 
been told of. Now, turn the page: there wll 
be found a great black blotch, and it almost 
destroys all the brighter and better phases 
of the old church's history. Trinity corpo- 
ration, next to the Astor family, is the lare- 
ést landlord in the city. Besides its superb 
parish houses, girls’ industrial schools, etc. 
it rents 750 holises and tenements. Some o 
the latter are a disgrace to humanity and an 
everlasting reproach upon the cause of 
Christianity. The heaith board found it 
necessary last year to use drastic measures 
and compelled tenants of several houses ta 
vacate. Rents are high for the aecommoda- 
tion, as many of the houses are of the worst 
character and the méthodg iiged by the 
agents afte said to bé moré characteristic 
of the Shylock than the followers of the 
meek and lowly Jesus. As men must sleep, 
so men must suffer when they cannot hel 
themselves, and as one tenant is hardly out 
of his quarters until another unfortunate 
is ready +to endure what he has‘suffered, the 
rich. landlord seems to care not, as it is 
seldom without its income. 

The tenement-house question 
mendous one everywhere and _ Trinity's 
failure to lead in solving i{t is a standing 
shame. Instead of destroying its festering 
eyesores and setting an example in human- 
itarianhism by erecting modern houses it 
continues to exact its pound of flesh from 
the poor creatures who must submit. Thus 
it is Trinity has two sides to its character, 
like most mortals, but in few persons can 
as widely different phases of life be found. 

How different from the conditions thus 
outlined ‘s the completed picture Trinity 
Church will present on Sunday. Then the 
worldly vanity of men will be satisfied and 
the cry of shame and suffering will not be 
heard. More than $25,000 has been spent 
on lavish decorations of a superb and ar- 
abe. character. Not only decorators, but 
engineers have been drafted into service ag 
a problem of considerable intricacy pre- 
sented itself. The stationary decorations 
of the church are of plaster and the ves- 
trymen refused to permit a nail or screw 
nut into them,.Thus it became no easy 
fob to hang the many tons of flowers, 
draperies and electric contrivances in mid- 
air, but the problem was enolved. 

The chancel and nave will be one mass 
of rich flowers, and the walls will be draped 
w.th embroidered hangings, while above 
the arches will be placed figures of angels 
in stucco with outstretched Wings and in 
each hand an electric globe. Other features 
of the decorations w'll be shields bearing 
the arms of individuals and of American 
and English dioceses, and clusters of flags 
which will be hung from the walls and pil- 
lars. Among them will be the armorial 
bearings of the United States, State of 
New York, the city of New York, the dio- 
cese of New York, the arms of Great Brit- 
ain and Holland, of Gen. Washington. of 
Bishop Seabury, the first American Bishop 
and of Bishop Provost, the first Bishop o 
New York. here will also be many elec- 
tric shields bearing the emblems of the 
apostles and evangelists and religious in- 
scriptions.

DAYTON STREET DOES NOT WANT 
A POLICE COURT. 


BROADWAY WOULD KEEP IT. 


Opposition From Various Sources to 
the Proposed Change of a Po- 
lice Court’s Quarters. 


The proposed removal of the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court from its present location 
at Broadway and Biddle street to the 
Fourth District Sub-station, Jefferson ave- 
nue and Dayton street, is causing mighty 
protests from both ends of the line. Around 

Broadway and Biddle street the saloon 
men are objecting strenuously to the prop- 
osition. They are backed by the petty mer- 
chants of that vicinity, whose income de- 
pends materially upon the frequenters of 


the police court. 

Around Jefferson avenue and Dayton 
@treet the cry is a protest against the 
court. -The thought of having wagon load 
after wagon load of the very toughest 
characters the city .affords dumped on 
their sidewalks ts most repulsive to the 
citizens out there, and their kick is good 
and strong. 

“As to the respective merits of the two 
eeeoe for court purposes, and how many 
dollars and cents will be saved by a change, 
I have nothing to say,” said one citizen. 
“What I object to is the class of people that 
will throng the streets just at the time our 
children are on their way to school. This 
is a respectable neighborhood and we try to 
. keep it so, but if it be made a police court 
headquarters it will soon degenerate. At 
Broadway and Biddle the conditions are dif- 
ferent. The residents there have grown up 
among such scenes and they are not af- 
fected. It will just make loafers and police 
court loungers of our boys and keep ladies 
off the streets in that vicinity.”’ 

This ‘ feeling of resentment has gone 
farther than mere expression, a number of 
citizens having called on Mayor Ziegenhein. 
Ward politicians from Broadway have also 
reached his ear asking that the court re- 
main where it is. As a result the Mayor, 
Comptroller and Bullding Inspector have 
decided to proceed Monday or Tuesday to 
eee just how much: the city would save 
by a move so. unpopular in the neighbor- 
hoods concerned. ceording to Delegate 
Sweeney the removal will entail a greater 
expense than the additional rental asked 
by the owners of the house now used as a 
court room. A new wagon, team and har- 
Ness, an extra driver and patrolman, not 
counting feed and wear and tear, it ts 
claimed will take epore money from the 
treasury than $1,200 per annum. Whether 
this is so or not will be brought out by the 
Mayor's investigation. The court officials 
and patro!lmen are all against removal, but 
as word has gone out from headquarters 
favoring it, they are chary about express. 
ing any opinion. 

“Tt’s all right, I suppose,” said Judge 
Btevenson. “‘They say there is as much 
tert up there as here and they ought to 
now.’’ 

“This talk about the Darton street sta- 
tion being too small is nonsense,” said 
Capt. Joyce. “It {s fully as large as the 
resent court room, and, in my opinion, 
that is the best. place to hold court. It {s 
easily accessible from al) stations in the 
North End. There will be practically no 
danger of losing prisoners In transit. We 
will keep them safe enough.”’

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Both Houses Passed the Temporary 
Appropriation Bill. 


Both houses of the Assembly passed the 
temporary appropriation bili] Friday night, 
the Speaker and President signed it and 
Mayor Ziegenhein, who remained at his of- 


fice for the purpose, approved it. 

All city employes were accordingly paid 
off Saturday. 

Mr. Kratz introduced a bill providing for 
two factory and warehouse inspectors at

tional clerks at $1,200; a stenographer at

Another street railway bill was introduced 
in the House.

A loop is provided for 
running along Twelfth, Chestnut, Third and 
Pine streets, from which the lines running 
to the city limits branch out. The com- 
pany promises to pay the city $160,000 in 
annual installments.

An Ordinance Authorizing Either Gas 
or Electricity.

Ply April 24, 1897, was 36,201,000 bu. 

The wheat crop of the United States in 
1890 was only 262,000 bu, while the crop 
of 1896 is estimated at 430,000,000 bu. 

This is partially offset, however, by the 
fact that stocks of wheat in St. Louis ele- 
vators May 1, 1891, were about 580,000 bu, 
while stocks in St. Louis elevators yester- 
day aggregated only 330,272 bu. 

In 1891 there was an extravagant con- 
sumption and waste of wheat, owing to the 
prosperous times and little substitution of 
other grains, as prices of other breadstuffs 
were higher in proportion than those of 
wheat. 

During the month of April, 1891, No. 2

MANICURING A TIGER’S CLAWS.

The Danger of Drawing the Fangs of a 
Twenty-Foot Python—Diseases 
of Monkeys. 


Circus stories. like snake stories from 
the rural hills, are.due in the spring. 

With the thawing of the wintry snows 
and the budding of the trees each year 
comes the announcement that another cir- 
cus season is at hand and the heart of the 
emall boy swells with expectation. 

In the olden time, when circuses traveled 
by wagon from place:to place, what delight 
it was to run, bargfooted, over country 
roads for miles to meet the circus, and 
what old boy is there in this city who does 
not remember with a thrill to this day how 


his heart bounded at the cry, ‘“‘Here they 
come!’ 

The circus is still the circus to every 
man, although in these end of the century 
days.the takes it in broader scope than 
formerly and now complains, nol because 
the show doesn't stay longer, but because 
there is too much for his one pair of eyes 
to see. 

Thefe are hundreds of things in a Dig 
circus like Ringling Brothers’ that the av- 
erage man never sees, nor could he, unless 
he travels with it from day to day througn- 
out the season. How the big show Is put 
up, taken down, loaded upon the foul 
great trains of cars upon which it 1s 
transported, how the animals of every 
kind are cared for, how the men sleep 
and eat and work—these and scores of 
other subjects prove of more than passing 
interest to the observing man who trav- 
els with the show. There is a *quainter 
sight than any of these mentioneu, how- 
ever. but of comparatively rare occurretice. 
The men when ill or injured are cared for 
by the company's physician; therefore, 
why should the animals not be? A _ vet- 
erinary at work«upon his equine patients 
is not. a rare event, for horses must_be 
treated as men when ey are sick. 
when it comes to doctoring lions 
boa constrictors, elephants an such 
strange beings, the operation is well worth 
seeing or at least describing. 

“Painless dentistry” is a much advertised 
profess.on in this advanced age. But who, 
amongst the array of dental surgeons in 
this country would care to undertake to fill 
a decayed tooth, within the cavernous 
mouth of a big bull elephant? Yet this is 
done and, if the tooth be past saving, it is 
drawn, just as if the patient were human. 
The forceps used afte of the hg tebe 
of ice tongs and power has to be applied. 
The unknown quantity in this sort of work 
always is, ‘what will the elephant do? 

When it wag discovered one afternoon, 
late last fall, that one of the biggest ele- 
yhants in the Ringling herds was not well, 
he company's véterinary and elephant su- 
perintendent held a consultation. The big 
fellow, who had boasted a ravenous appe- 
tite for all of the fifty or sixty years of his 
young life, suddenly refused to eat. He ap- 
peared hungry all the time, but, for some 
reason, as soon as he picked up hay or 
grain with his trunk, he changed his mind 
and refused to put it in his mouth. A sore 
mouth or a diseased tooth, was the dlag- 
noais, and when an examination was made, 
a great hole was found in one of the teeth, 
and the gum around it was inflamed and 
swollen to a degree that must have made 
it excruciatingly painful. 

The veterinary at first thought the tooth 
would have to be drawn, ut elephanis 
haven't a great number of teeth, and each 
tooth is about the size of a man’s fist, or 
even larger. Besides, it is a matter of 
great difficulty to get a tooth out, always 
remembering that the-elephant may be in- 
clined to resent the treatment, and,  be- 
coming infuriated with pain, go on a ram- 
page at any moment. Therefore, in this 
case, It was thought best to fill the tooth. 

Dental instruments, such as are tused for 
filling elephant’s teeth, are huge affairs and 
requires both hands to manage them. The 
elephant was taken out of the menagerie 
tent in order that his uneasiness, which was 
already manifest, might not become alartin- 
ing to the other members of the herd. He 
seemed to know that something Was to be 
done to relieve his pain and cure his aching 
tooth. 

He was told to sit down upon the ground, 
and slowly his great bulk obeyed, until he 
- was almost in a recumbent position. At 
his keeper's command his great head was 
lifted and the trunk-slowly and cautiously 
raised, but dropped again when a motion 
was made to him to open his mouth. A 
pitiful little trumpeting told almost as 
plainly as words how he was sulfering and 
he seemed to eppes: to his human friends 
not to add to his pain. His instinct told 
him that he had to suffer, yet he evidently 
understood that it was for his ultimate 
good, 

After coaxing and petting, he opened his 
mouth and the angry look!ng tooth was 
disclosed to view. It was a sore one and 
no mistake, As carefully as he could, 
with the cumbersome instruments, which, 
by the way, were none too large for their 
work, the veterinary cleaned the cavity 
property. and when it was ready for the 
liing, it would éasily have contained a 
good-sized lemon. The nerve was almost 
exposed and the pain must have been al- 
most maddéning to the elephant, but, al- 
though he trumpeted shrilly at times and 
whined almost incessantly, he never offered 
to strike his doctora with his trunk, nor 
did he show any inclination to flinch from 
the ordeal. 

The amalgam was put into the tooth as 
rapidly, yet as delicately, as possible unt! 
it was filled, the inflamed gum washed 
with a soothing carbollc lotion and the job 
was done. The big pachyderm appeared 
to realize that his troubles were over, for 
he trumpeted his joy in a very different 
note from that sounded during the opera- 
— and trotted back to his place with the 
erd a8 joyful as a big kitten. It is inter- 
esting to note, by the way, that the filling 
saved the tooth and that it has done its 
share toward masticating many tons of

French organist, visited St. Louis in 1893 
he heard young Galloway play. He went 
into ecstasies over the boy and asked him 
to come to Parig and study under him. 

The yonng, man was then teaching for a 
liveHhood. He had a large cluss and hes- 
itated to forego his prospects at home for 
the chances of succéss abroad. 

Friends finally prevailed on him to make 
the venture and in 1894 he left for France.

Treasurer Scudder emptied 
into their eager palms. 

The first pay day under 
Zie genhelin I. Was not an occasion of un- 
alloyed pleasure. It will go down in City 
Hall history as the date on which Treas- 
urer Scudder posted the notice: “Orders 
Don't Go.’ 

Since municipal pay-days first began 
to happen the custom has prevailed among 
the clerks of the different offices of send- 
ing one of their number to the southeast 
corner of the floor to get the en- 
velopes for the whole gang. 

There were four reasons for this. 
firat and strongest was that the second 
flocr corridor is a plaee where bill c®ij- 
lectors do congregate on pay-days. Just 
why they do so has never been explained, 
but the instinctive antipathy of ciiy @.n- 
ployes to bill collectors is so strong that 
on such occasions they shun the second 
floor corridor as they would a plague spor. 

The second reason was that just within 
the portals of Mr. Scudder's reservation 
there sits all day long on pay day a Sali- 
vation Army lassie with a tambourine of 
large dimensions. She is a demure little 
creature with a pretty face and appealing 
midnightly eyes. When she looks at a city 
empioye who has just connected with the 
strong box he has to cough up at least $2 
for the guod of the cause or his reproving 
conscience will make it so hot for him 
that he will have to attend open air meet- 
ings all month, 

The third reason was that the City Hall 
clerk is habitually and constitutionally 
tired. , 

The fourth reason was the constant pres- 
ence in the corridor of Col. Wm. Jarvis, 
alias Little Billee, the general manager of 
the City Hall bootblacking syndicate, who 
dallies with the trilbys of the gang. 

Little Billee is of a trustful nature. He 
only charges 15 cents for a ticket, which is 
gzood for six shines, but his books show that 
his confidence has been basely betrayed 
by designing men, who have then trans- 
ferred their patronage to some other firm, 

In each depariment there was generally 
to be found one man with a filnty heart, a 
scoffer at revealed religion and a man who 
always paid his bill in advance.

Teller Fish- 
back counted it out, smiled pleasantly and 
said he hoped Henry wouldn’t get swelled 
over his prosperous job.

SOME OF ITS INNER WORKINGS. 


It Resorts to Any Means to Accom- 
plish Its Ends and Crush 
, its Rivals, 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 1.—Standard Oil Trust 
stock is selling in Wall street at $300 a 
This is about $ a share above the 
highest previous price. The shares have 
risen forty points in three months. The 
Standard Oil Trust is controlled and prac- 
tically owned by ten men. The real owners 
are John D. Rockefeller, H. H. Rogers, 
John D. Archbold, Henry M. Flagler and 
William Rockefeller. The trust capitaliza- 
tion is nearly one hundred million, so that 
at the market price the shares ure worth 
$300,000,000, all controlled by five men. The 
trust has paid within the’ lasf fifteen 
months about 40 per cent in dividends, and 
at a meeting to be held in a few days it Is 
expected that an extra dividend of 10 per 
cent ($10,000,000) will be paid in addition to 
the regular quarterly dividend of 3 per cent. 
- Thé fact that the trust has divided among 


its few owners nearly $40,000,000 within fif- 
teen months accounts for the extraordinary 
rise in price. These profits would seem in- 
credible if they were not a matter of ac- 
tual record. 

The wealth of Monte Cristo was a trifle 
compared with the riches derived from 
this gigantic and mysterious trust, vir- 
tually controlled by a quintet of men who 
meet daily in the Gray Granite Bullding in 
lower Broadway, and in. whose offices the 
voices even of the employes are as hushed 
as if they were speaking in the vestry of 
a church, 

Each of the officers of the trust has a 
separate set of offices on different floors of 
the building No. 26 Broadway. No one 
can reach the inner office of any one of 
these magnates without a previous ap- 
pointment. No one who does reach any 
of them ever finds the oil king busy or 
pressed by other callers. The most perfect 
quiet prevails. There are no interruptions. 
Many of the offices are in suites, with 
heavy mahogany doors between. If a sec- 
ond caller arrives by appointment before 
the first departs he is shown into another 
room by another entrance, 

It is in these rooms that all the schemes 
for buying Legislatures, wrecking rivals 
and obtaining special privileges are mapped 
out. Right here a brief re, ew of a part 
of the Standard Oil Co.’s history is per- 
tinent. * . | 

The result of the secret contract with 
railroads referred to, after years of investi- 
gation, was the passage of the interstate 
commerce law forbidding all such discrimi- 
nation and compelling all the railroads to 
treat all shippers alike. Wayne MacVeagt, 
afterwards United States Attorney General, 
and then the General Counsel of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, prevented, it is alleged, 
the indictment of the Standard Oil magnates 
for the past tyrannies, but could not pre- 
vent the passage of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act. 

In the meantime freight rate conspiracy 
had been carried out so successfully that all 
the oil producers not in the Standard Oil 
Company paid 100 per cent higher rates than 
the ring The result was the complete pa- 
ralysis of the industry, except for the re- 
finers controlled by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. ; 

Boring new wells was stopped in Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Virginia; existing wells 
were shut down, thousands of men were 
thrown out of work, thousands of women 
and children were left without support. 
Throughout the oil fields of northern and 
western Pennsylvania riots were threatened 
against raliroads and oj] r'ngs. Employes of 
rival companies were corrupted and turned 
into hired spies on their employers to 
make regular reports to the oil ring of the 
secrets of its smaller competitors. 

Fifty cents on the dollar was the price 
settied upon as the figure at which the op- 
position concerns already nearly bankrupt 
should be bought. up. Many honorable 
men who had built up a prosperous busi- 
ness after years of labor and self-denial 
were unable to go on and were compelled, 
besides parting with their plants at half 
their value, to sign an iron-clad agree- 
ment never again to go into the oil busi- 
ness, the only business they knew anything 
about, elther where they were or else- 
where.

THE RAILROADS. 


Prospect of a Row Among Eastern 
Lines Over the Question of 
Fast Train Rates. 


CHICAGO, Il, May 1.—There is a chance 
that the Eastern roads will in the near fut- 
ure have a large row over the questions of 
extra fare on fast trains between Chicago, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and New York. The 
Board of Arbitrators of the Joint Traffic 
Association has ordered that the extra fare 
shall prevail from all competing points 


after the Ist of June, and the Pennsylvania 
road has offered objections that will cause 
the entire matter to be opened up. 

The Vanderbilt roads have all along de- 
maided that there should be no extra fare 
on ordinarily fast trains, but the Board of 
Arbitration of the Joint Traffic Association 
ruled against them, and the roads then de- 
manded that the charge should be made 
from all competing points. The Board of 
Arbitration agreed with the Vanderbilt 


roads and so ordered. 

It is altogether likely that the other roads 
will make a strong fight to have matters 
kept as they now are, and the chances for 
a row are excellent. 

The presidents of the Western roads will 
hold a meeting during next week for the 

urpose of inject.ng a little more starch 
nto the Western freight rates. There has 
not been the boon in business that some of 
roads were looking for. and a few of :hem 
have been hustling for the business tn a 
manner that is calculated to bring them 
traffic, but at the same time play havoc 
with the rate sheet. The demoralisation 
has not as yet become very great, and the 
execut.ve officers of the Western road: cre 
determined to stop the matter before it 
grows more. 

To prevent manipulation of the low rate 
tickets sold on account of the National 
Turnfest. which will be held in 8. Lou.s 
next week, the Burlington, Alton, Missouri 
Pacific, Miesourl, Kansas & Texas and St. 
Louis and San rancisco roads have an- 
nounced the following one-way rates which 
are to prevail during the Turnfest: Bet- 
tween St. Louls and Kansas City, #4; St. 
Louis and. Leavenworth, $7.50; St. Louis, 
Atchison, and 8t. Joseph, $6.16.

ENDING HIS 
USEFUL CAREER 


REV. DR. EDWARD F. BERKLEY ON 
THE VERGE OF DEATH. 


HENRY CLAY’S PREACHER. 


Dr. Berkley Baptized the Great Ken- 
tucky Statesman and Preached 
His Funeral 


Rev. Edward F. Berkley, D. D., for forty 
years a prominent St. Louis divine, lies at 
his home, 8616 Washington avenue, in & 
dying condition. There is scarcely a hope 
for his recovery. Dr. Berkley is suffering 
from the general] debility and infirmity in- 
cident to old age. He is now in his eighty- 
fourth year, 

There are but few. ministers in the State 
of Missouri who have had a more active 
and eventful career in church work. Dr. 
Berkley is the senior divine in the Missourt 


diocese of the Episcopal church. For more 
than half a century he has been a preacher. 
Prior to locating in St. Louis in 1857, Dr. 
Berkley was the rector of Christ church in 
Lexington, Ky. While rector of that church 
he became acquainted with Henry Clay. 
The preacher and statesman were soon on 
terms of intimate friendship. Clay was not 
a member of any church. Dr. Berkley was 
solicitous for the spiritual welfare of _his 
associate. At last he prevailed upon Clay 
to unite with the church. It was the pleas- 
ure of Dr. Berkley to perform the baptis- 
mal service when Clay became a church 
member, From that time forward their 
relations were more cordial than ever be- 
fore. The friendship continued without in- 
terruption until it was ended by the death 
of Clay. Then it devolved upon Dr. Berkley 
to officiate in his ministerial capacity at the 
funeral, Many other prominent Kentuck- 
ans were brought into the church under 
the administration of Dr. Berkley. He was 
an aggressive worker in his younger days, 
and attained high rank as a divine during 
his residence in Kentucky. 

Dr. Berkley’s aggressiveness and energy 
led him to seek a wider field of labor. In 
1857 he removed from Kentucky to St. Louis. 
In that early day there was unlimited work 
for preachers in this locality. The town— 
for St. Louis was then but little more than 
& town—and the surrounding country were 
new and in need of moral influence.

They Warn the Patient of Danger Threat- 
ening the Hearing. 


Doctor Copeland Describes More Minutely the Occurrences in the 
Eustachian Tube That Cause Tinnitus Aurium—He Also Shows 
That as the Presence of Ringing Noises Threatens Deafness, 
So Their Disappearance Under Proper Treatment Is Promise 
of the Returning Sense of Sound. 
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It was shown fn a former article entitled 
“Those Ringing Noises Explained’’ how 
head noises, buzzing. ringing and hissing 
sounds heard as though they were created 
within the ear passages, were actually due 
to the {mprisonment of gounds within the 
ear tubes themselves, sounds that had en- 
tered the ear channel and after having 
performed their part by making their tm- 
pression on the nerves could not escape; 
sounds that coming one on top of another 
all finally became mixed and jumbled into 
a confused roar, or else settled down to a 
constant hiss or ringing, or some other 
form of annoying sound. 

The Passages to the Ear. 

It has been shown that to have perfect 
hearing there must be a free passage con-. 
taining air leading from the outside of the 
head down to the ear drum, and also an- 
other free passage containing air to con- 
duct the waves of sound away from the 
ear. The tubes which conduct sounds from 
the eur, I have shown to be the eustachian 
tubes, leading as they do from behind the 
ear drum down to the throat. Now, I want 


to make it very clear that nearly all cases 
of ring ng noises are due to some Interfer- 
ence with these channels or tubes leading 
from the drum to the throat. I want to 
impress upon you that any stoppage or 
closing up or swelling or disease of any 
sort that results in partial or complete 
closing of these tubes is the great cause of 
ringing in the ears. 


Noises Without Deafness. 

I am also desirous of having you under- 
stand that even a slight blocking of these 
tubes frequently brings on head noises, 
and that such a blocking or stoppage of 
the tubes is sure in the end to result in loss 
of hearing. Still I have known a moderate 
degree of closure of these tubes to produce 
head noises without any marked loss of 
hearing. I know that where only one tube is 
choked up that the head noises will fre- 
quently be noticed a long time before there 
is any loss of hearing observed. The reason 
this is so is because the ear that is not im- 
paired does its work so well that persons 
often overlook the loss of hearing in the 
affected ear.. I want to say that ringing 
noises, or sounds imprisoned within the 
head, indicate a tondition that has already 
resulted in impaired hearing or they show 
that the hearing is going to fail within a 
short time. In other words, ringing noises 
are forerunners of lost hearing, harbingers 
often of tota] deafness, 

Simile of the Sea Bird. 


Head noises stand in relation to lost hear- 
ing foretelling impairment of the functions 
of the ear, as the cries of sea birds stand in 
relation to an impending storm. 

When head noises are present, their in- 
crease or crease tells the trained doctor 
the conditién of the ear and whether his 
treatment is working as it should, or 
whether a change must be made. 

As the presence of Nnging in the ears 
ushers in deafness, so its disappearance 
often indicates the passing away of the 
condition that causes the deafness.

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THE BIGGEST BELL. 


Near Mandalay in India Is a Bigger 
One Than Moscow’s. 


The biggest bell in the world, not ex- 
cepting [the crackéd one of Moscow, Is In 
the pagoda of Mengoon, a little north of 
Mandalay, in India. It w¢s cast about 
the beginning of the century by King Bod- 
awpaya as an accompan!ment to the huge 
‘brick pagoda which he~»mever finished. 

It is said to have been cast on an Island 
and rafted across. The weight is about 


ninety-eight tons, circumference at the bot- 
tom 51% feet and at the top 26 feet. It av- 
erages more than a foot in thickness. The 
bell itself is more than 12 feet high, and 
the shackle, which was intended for one 
of timber. about 12 feet. The pin in the 
diameter has a diameter of 16 inches, 

The bell had dragged its support down 
unil it rested on the ground and would 
emit no sound, In 1896 the Burmese com- 
pany decided to raise it. Two laree iron 
columns twenty-five feet high were erected 
with concrete Foundations. . 

A large steel cross girder with a distrib- 
uting girder on top was then aqnea 
through the shackle or hanger, and the Nt 
was raised by jacks all around wedges 0 
timber until the cross beam could be placed 
on the pillars and riveted in_ position. The 
screwbacks were then eased and the bell 
left swinging, with its lower rim about 
three feet from the ground

PICKINGS FROM 
THE PATENT OFFICE 


WEEKLY RESUME OF USEFUL 
ARTIOLES WHICH HAVE 
BEEN PATENTED. 


In a newly-patented hatpin an oblong 
buckle is attached to the hat, the tongue 
being curved and extended through the 
crown of the hat on one side, under the hair 
and out through the opposite side of the 
crown, 


Indoor exercise in rowing is accomplished 
by means of a light framework on wheels 
resting on a track, a pair of oars being con- 
nected with a friction wheel which engages 
& center rail to propel the boat. 

To carry or ship flowers without danger 
of breaking a new device consists of a box 
with notches cut in a number of dividing 
partitions in which the stems are \held fast 

y the pressure of auxiliary sections fas- 
tened in the cover of the box. 

A newly devised check-rein hook for use 
on a harness has a pivoted member attached 
to the end of the hook pressed downward 
by a spring to prevent the rein from slip- 
ping out when the horse raises his head. 

For use as an automatic bicycle brake a 
third sprocket wheel is fitted in a sliding 
frame attached to the brace on the chain 
side of the wheel, the frame sliding upward 
and operating a brake lever when the rider 
back-pedals to slow up the wheel. 

A folding bed which cannot shut up ac- 
cidenta!ly and injure a sleeper is operated 
by means of an endless screw and crank 
to open and close it, and can be held by the 
screw in any desired position. 

A new bicycle rim that combines strength 
with lightness is composed of a series of 
curved layers of compressed paper, each 
layer being of greater radius until the out- 
side is reached, the whole being cemented 
together and again submitted to pressure, 
after which it is ready for use, 

To prevent bicycle handle bars from vi- 
brating with the jar of the machine, a new 
device consists of cutting out a section of 
the upright bar and fitting Into it a piece 
of soft rubber by means of a bolt on the 
upper side of the bar. 

A new combination umbrella and cane 
is fitted with a thin strip of wood to 
Surround the tightly-rolled umbrella and 
from the cane, the wood being formed of 
a thin cylinder which closes tightly at the 
top and bottom, 

Drills for metal work are oiled automati- 
cally by placing an oil reservoir on the 
shank of the drill with two outlets opening 
into spiral conduits in the drill which ex- 
tend downward to the point to lubricate 
the cutting surfaces, 

Ball casters for tables, bedsteads, etc., 
have a single ball to rest on the floor, 
holding three balls in the upper part of 
the caster, the whole being held in place 
by a screw plate over the end of the leg. 

A removable pneumatic insole for boots 
and shoes is composed of a rubber pad, 
shaped like the interior of the shoe, with a 
valve for inflating, any desired degree of 
softness or hardness being attainable. 

A handy device for household use is 


rounded by a cloth or canvas cover, and 

rovided with a hinged lid for use as a 
aundry case, the framework being col- 
lapsible, so the case can be folded out of 
the way when not in use. 

To prevent microbes of disease being 
transmitted from one person to another by 
means of drinking cups, a newly patented 
device is formed of a metal tube, to be in- 
sert in the hey by the owner when 
drinking, the interlor being filled with a 
composition which acts as a filter for the 
water. 

To assist in slicing fruit a s le device 
has an opal pocket fitted on a t board, 
with radiating slots cut around it; through 
which the radial knives of the cutter 
slide, thus making it possible to slice half 
an apple into small crescents with one mo- 
tion of the knife 

A novel device for advertising purposes 
consists of two captive balloons attached 
to a framework and supporting a lettered 
signboard, whieh.gan be fitted with electric 
lights for use at night. 

A simple combination which can be used 
as a table or és of shelves is pivoted at 
the center in a°frame which forms the legs 
of the table when the device is tipped down- 
ward, the shelves coming flush with the 
upper edge of the sides to form the table 


top. 

To facilitate the placing of signboards on 
wire fences a new device has a wire frame- 
work, with hooks set in the corners, to en- 
gage the wires of the fence, which are 
sprung together to attach the sign, and pull 
apart to hold it in place, the sign being pre- 
vented from sliding by small coiled wire 
springs at the four corners which grasp the 
fence wires, 

Corn poppers which do away with the 
necessity of the backward and forward mo- 
tion are of round shape, fitted with a spiral 
wire handle, on which is a sliding member 
to revolve the popper in its frame. 

To prevent tobacco users from using the 
weed too frequently a new pouch has 
time lock fitted in its cover to prevent ics 
opening except at stated times, the device 
also partially doing away with the borrow- 
— habit, 

treet cars, which are designed for both 
summer and winter use, are fitted with 
cross seats, at the outer ends of which are 
sliding sections which fit in the roof of the 
car when not in use to inclose the car.

BUYING THE MEAT IS ONLY A 
SMALL IF NECESSARY PRE- 
LIMINARY TO GOOD FOOD. 


What meats to choose and how to cook 
them is a problem that engages the atten- 
tion of every housekeeper. To the one who 
seeks only to set a good table, with no re- 
gard to the food values of what she puts 
upon it, the task is comparatively simple. 
It is made easier still if she is not obliged 
to consult economy in her marketing. No 
one need ask sympathy in the business of 
catering for a household who is not con- 
strained to humor her purse and the diges- 
tions of her family. 

The case is quite different with the woman 
who must study expenses and hygiene in 
making her purchases of food. In the first 
place, several articles must be ruled off her 
bill of fare, 

There are several reasons why beef should 
have the reputation it has won in nearly all 
countries of being the most nutntious kind 
of meat. In the first place, there is in the 
carcass of the ox a larger proportion of 
flesh-forming material than in that of the 
sheep and hog. Moreover, beef is of closer 
texture than any other kind of meat, and 
possesses a larger quantity of red blood 
juice. Fresh beef has this added advantage, 
that it can be eaten without weariness for a 
longer time continuously than any other sort 
of meat. 

As a matter of course, roast beef comes 
first on the Est. And before going into the 
question of reci it may be as well to 
say something of the process through which 
meat goes when it is prepared for the table 
by either of the above-mentioned modes of 
cooking.

Frau Sorma’s career practical] 
fourteen years ago, when she Ay on 
first notable success at the Deutscher 
Theater in Berlin. It was in the ingenue 
role in Wildebradt’s comedy, “The Love of 
Youth.” Before that time she had played 
in one or two of the smaller provincial 
theaters, and now she is in the thirties. 

Her career in Germany was of a kind that 
seems quite impossible, according to an 
American point of view. She acts still at 
the theater where her first success was 
made. During the six months of her ap- 
pearance she plays fifteen times every 
month. Her repertoire covers a wide range, 
and is as often to be found in comedies 
as in serious dramas. One of the last new 
works in which she has appeared is Suder- 
mann’s ‘“Morituri,’”’ in which she played

It is impossible to speak of Agnes Sorma 
without thinking of Duse, for the two 
actresses are so much alike in many re- 
spects that they have come to be more or 
less associated in the public mind.

~~ PROBLEM SOLVED. 


AT LEAST BENJAMIN C. POLE OF 
WASHINGTON CLAIMS TO 
HAVE ACHIEVED IT. 


For centuries i!nventors have puzzled 
their brains and wasted their energies in 
futile efforts to achieve ‘perpetua] motion. 
It has been useless for scientists to point 
out that to do this nature’s fundamental 
laws must be overcome, They have gone 
right on In pursuit of the chimera. Lives 
have been wasted, sanity overthrown. for- 
tunes dissipated, in a search as vain as that 
for the philosopher’s stone. 

But now, after many years of quiescence 
in perpetual motion circles, a new invent- 
or, Benjamin ©. Pole of Washington. D. C., 
comes to the front and confidently avows 
that. he has solved the puzzle over which 
SO many have encountered disaster. He 
has filed his application for patent rights 
on his invention, and whether he has suc- 
ceeded in achieving perpetual motion or 
not, he has at least produced something 
new in mechanics. 

His invention is called the differential fly 
wheel, and it is intended to be used with 
great advantage as an engine fly wheel in 
place of the ordinary combination of crank, 
shaft and wheel in one solid piece, 

It is claimed by the inventor that his new 
application of power permits him to throw 
ihe point of leverage out near the periphery 
of the fly wheel, and even further if he 
likes, and that, with each successive move 
outward, he gains in effective leverage 
without a diminution of speed either of the 
engine crank or of the power whéel. He 
“also asserts that, for the first time in the 
history of mechanics, he has produced a 
contrivance which will give a continuous 
leverage in the line of motion. 

Differential gearing is always complex, 
and a little difficult to understand, but, 
With the aid of the illustrations, this unique 
device may be followed: First, the big 
fiywheel is loosely mounted on the crank- 
bearing shaft of the axie, to which power is 
applied by the piston of the engine. On this 
same crank-shaft ig also solidly mounted a

Invitations were 
sent out to the press and to other quarters, 
so that at midnight on Friday over one 
hundred people presented themselves with 
great secrecy at the gate of the Cata- 
combs in the Rue Dareau. 


The conspirators, as the organizers of 
the charnel-house concert have been justly 
called, led the way, having admonished all 
the invited persons to make as little’ noise 
as possible when entering or leaving the 
street leading .to the city of the dead. 

All this mystery was necessary, be- 
cause the concert organizers had no offi- 
cial authorizat‘on to enter the Catacombs. 
They simply bribed two persons in charge 
of the place, one of whom was intrusted 
with the key of the dead men’s door. This 
breach of trust will, of course, be punished 
by the roads and bridge officials, to whose

THE CANNIBAL TREE KILLS MEN

In last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch there was 
an account of the octopus tree of Vene- 
zuela which is said to seize the unwary 
traveler in its tentacles and crush him to 
death. 

The octopus tree is not the only vege- 
table man killer. There are others, the most 
formidable being the ‘death plant’ or 
“grapple plant’ of South Africa, the 
“cannibal tree’ of Australia and the 
“vegetable python” of New Zealand. 

The cannibal tree is well named. It not 
only kills, but digests its victims just as 
smaller plants are nourished by insects 
which they entrap. This deadly tree grows 
9 a height of about eleven feet, and is 
shaped 


like a pineapple. It possesses a 
number of broad, board-like leaves, which 
grow in a fringe at the apex, and which 
reach out from ten to twenty feet in length, 


according to the size of the tree. These

F toward its circumtference. 

Theoretically an engine Marted at five 
horse-power could be made to develop 
twenty times that power, or as much power 
as the machine could’ stand. The idea is 
fascinating. It also suggests the predica- 
ment Sub Lovingood found himself in when 
he yoked himself up with the calf, and then 
couldn't stop the calf. and which gave rise 
to his well remembered remark, “Here we 
come, both of us, durn our souls; somebody 
head us!" 


FLIGHT OF WILD GEESE. 


They Make Forty-Four Miles an Hour 
and Ducks Are Even Speedier. 


During the three days ending March 
numerous flocks of geese were seen migrat- 
ing northward, says °H. H. Clayton in Sci- 
ence, or rather northeastward, since they 
were following the general trend of the 
coast line, which In New England is nearly

morning of March 22 while A. BE. Sweetr- 
jand and I were measuring clouds at the

The whole place exhales an indescribable 
odor, for it is deep down in the bowels of 
the earth, and contains the bones of over 
3,000,000 of past generations of Parisians, 
collected between 1780 and 179% from the 
Cemetery of the Innocents and from other 
long-vanished metropolitan and extra-mufral 
graveyards. 


In the Catacombs were also placed the 
remains of many who were killed in Paris 
street fights during times of civil war or 
revolution. The walls are inscribed here 
and there with the names of the old ceme- 
teries.and with Latin inscriptions from the 
Scriptures referring to death as the lot of 
all. None of these memnentoes of mortality 
seemed to trouble the midnight visitors 
to the Catacombs... Some of them handled 
the skulls like Hamlet in the graveyard and 
indulged in mock moralizings over the 
dreamless heads. A few cracked jokes on 
the ribs of death and a medical professor 
volunteered a lecture on anatomy. Some 
of the Botticelli-tressed young women be- 
came a little nervous, however, and com- 
plained that the place saddened them, but 
they were consoled by their partners, and 
all waited for the concert. This took place 
at a sort of cross roads, around which some 
chairs were placed. The musicians station- 
ed themselves before their stands at 1:30 
o’clock tn the morning, and arranged their 
parts by the dim light of the candles stuck 
tn skulls. 

When everything was ready the conductor 
tapped his desk, raised his baton and the 
aintive moanings of Chopin's Funeral 
March was heard.

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upon. It wears its lungs on the outside of 
its body, and as the blood may be plainly 
seen circulating through them, this pe- 
culiarity alone makes an interesting study 
for the naturalist. The animal breathes 
through its gills like a fish when under 
water, and uses its lungs and mouth for 
that purpose when it rises to the surface. 
The proteus is first cousin to the sal- 
amander, which animal it resembles save 
that the latter has no gills. - The proteus 
is always flesh color. 

Mr. Worcester found his speciment In the 
mud deposit left of the Ohio river after the 
high water. It is supposed that the flood 
washed it up from some subterrean hiding 
place. Mr. Worcester did not know what he 
had caught at first, but he had sense 
enough to know it was no ordinary reptile, 
so he placed it on exhibition, and in a few 
days a Cincinnati naturalist came along and 
identified it. The owner of the reptile will 
endeavor to keep it alive. This he may do 
as the peasants in the Alps catch specimens 
after floods have washed them from the 
dark caves they Inhabit and sell them to 
tourists. They have lived in captivity for 
as long as six or eight years. In captivity 
they lie still and sluggish at the bottom of 
the tanks, only moving to hunt a darker 
spot when a ray of light strikes them. They 
abhor light, and hasten to escape from it. 
In their free state, if washed up by a flood 
and left on land by the receding waters, 
they bury themselves in slime. 

The proteus is frequently found in South- 
ern Austria where it is known as the ohm. 
Throughout Europe it is called the olm. Its 
scientific name is proteus auguinous, a name 
originally bestowed on it because it was 
supposed to represent the most elementary 
form of life in existence. 


STEAM AS A MOTIVE POWER. 


The First Vessel So Propelled Was In- 
vented by a Spaniard. 


The application of steam as a moving 
power is claimed by various nations, but 
for the first extensive employment of it the 
world indrsputably owes the English ana 
the Americans, says an exchange. As early 
as 1543 a Spanish captain named Blasco De 
Garay showed in the harbor of Barcelona 
a steamboat of his own invention. The 
preacher Mathesius, in his sermon to miners 
in Nurembure in 1502, prays for the man 
who “raises water from fire and air,”’ show- 
ing the early application of steam power in 
Germany An Italian engineer, G. Beanca, 
invented in 1629 a sort of steam windmill. 
In England among the first notices of 
steam power is one contained in a small 
volume published in_ 1647, entitled “The 
Art of Gunnery,” by Nat Nye, in which he 
proposes to “charge @ piece of ordnance 
without gunpowder’ by putting in water in- 
stead of powder, ramming down an air- 
tight plug and then the shot, and applying 
a fire to the breach “till it burst out sud- 
denly.”” But the first successful effort was 
that of the Marquis of Worcester. In his 
“Century of Inventions,” in 1695, he de- 
scribes a steam apparatus by which he 
raised a column of water to the height of 
forty feet. This, under the name of “‘fire- 
water work,” was actually at work at 
Vauxhall in 1666. 


The first patent for the application of

BEARS THAT MIGRATED. 


Instances of Their Gathering and 
Marching Away Together. 


Manly Hardy writes to the Forest and 
Stream about bears that migrated: 

“The first notice of these migrations is to 
be found in a book by John Josselyn enti;

About seventy years ago, early in Septem- 
ber, my father one night witnessed a bear 
migration. The night was a dark one. The 
bears came to the east bank of the Penob- 
scot River in the town of Ovington, about 
seven miles below Bangor. The bears could 
be heard calling and answering each other 
till low water, when they took to the water, 
swam across and landed on the Hampden 
side. In the morning it was found that a 
large number hai crossed. My father —_ 
y\rd tracks across a single plank ina ship- 
yard. 

‘Again, about thirty years ago, @ friend 
of mine, Henry Clapp, who 4s quoted in 
Cassino’s ‘Standard Natural History *as an 
author.ty on bears, told me that during the 
fall he had gone on a trapping trip, but had 
found few bears till one morning in Novem- 
ber after a snowfall he found the tracks of 
nine different bears, all headed up one little 
valley. For several days after that more 
bear tracks were found, all headed in the 
same direction—from east to west. They 
denned up when it Fav teen ang do so, and 
in the spring headed east again. 

“It ts alleved among sportsmen that bears 
go back into the woods to den up, and come 
to the vicinity of the clearings every spring, 
but extensive migrations by bears are as 
little heard of as those of wild turkeys and 
prairie chickens. What naturalists do not 
understand is how the animals, which usu- 
ally scatter over miles of territory, know 


their trips.”’

leaves are strong enough to bear the weight 
of an ordinary man. 

The killing powers of this monster have 
been demonstrated. The superstitious 
aborigines used to worship the tree, and 
incidentally on ceremonial occasions a 
living sacrifice would be offered it. The 
victim was made to go up the leaves of 
the tree to the abex. The moment he 
touched the pistils of the monster the 
leaves would fly together, crushing the life 
out of the victim. There he would be 
held until his blood and flesh had been ab- 
sorbed to nourish the tree. Not until then 
would the leaves fall again. 

The ‘‘vegetable python’ does mot attack 
the animal world, but it is fatal to the 
huge trees of the forest which come within 
its deadly embrace. It is the strangler of 
vegetable life. Its seeds are carried by 
birds and deposited on trees. Germination 
may begin in the branches of a tree, The 
stem of the plant arises while the roots 
extend downward until they reach the soil. 

Meanwhile, from these rootlets, leafy 
branches have been developed, which, push- 
ing themselves through the canopy above, 
get into the light and enormously accelerate 
their growth. Now a metamorphosis takes 
place! For the hitherto soft aerial roots 
begin to harden and spread wider and 
wider, throwing out side branches, which 
flow into and amalgamate with each other 
until the whole tree trunk {s bound in a 
series of irregular living oy From this 
time on it is a struggle of life and death 
between the forest giant and the entwining 
clusia. Like an athlete the tree trtes to 
expand and burst its fetters, causing the 
bark to bulge between every interlacing; 
but success and freedom are not for the 
captive tree, for the monster clusia has 
made its bands very numerous and wide. 
Not allowed expansion, the tree soon withers 
and dies, and the strangler is soon expanded 
into a great bush, almost as large as the 
mass of branches and foliage it has effaced. 
It is truly a tragedy in the world of vege- 
tation. 

The “grapple plant” ts a prostrate herb 
growing in South Africa. Its flowers are 
purple and shaped like the English fox- 
glove. Its fruit has formidable hooks, 
which by clinging to any passer-by, is con- 
veyed to situations where {ts seed may find 
suitable conditions for growth. Sir John 
Lubbock says it has been known to kill 
lions.

Hungry Humming Birds Attack Pas- 
sengers on a Ship. 


Capt. Wallace of the steamer Walla 
Walia that arrived recently at San Francis- 
co from Victoria has a bird story to tell, 
says the Examiner, the truth of which is 
vouched for by every passenger and officer 
on the vessel. 

Between 4 and 5 o’clock Friday afternoon, 
when off Cape Mendecino, hundreds of 


humming birds settled down upon the ship. 
The tiny visitors were ravenously hungry 
and attacked officers and passengers, bor- 
ing their needle-like bills into the flesh. 
One of the ladies on deck carried a bou- 
quet, which the birds attacked. Another 
lady, who had some bright artificial flow- 
ers in her hat, was driven into her state- 
room by the birds.

The Walla Walla was fifteen or six- 
teen miles off shore when the birds settled 
on the ship. The weather was very foggy 
and the wind blowing off shore.

THE HUMAN PASSIONS. 
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All animals possess the instinct of affec- 
tion, which they display in greater or less 
degree to their offspring or to the opposite 
sex. We are familiar with examples of af- 
fection and love-making among domestic 
animals, and scientists tell us that the birds 
and beasts of the jungle, and rarer species, 
seldom seen by any except these people, 
possess the game traits. 

But to be told that snails have such a 
weakness is not easily believed. No one 
even suspected that the slow-going snail 
could be given to sentimental moods. That 
this slimy grub is really not so slow in all 
things as is commonly supposed, has been 


proved by Dr. James Weir, Jr., of Owens- 
boro, Ky. 


Dr. Weir has devoted much of his time 
spying upon these quiet little creatures, and 


has played the part of 
a prying chaperone, 
wth Satisfaction and edification to Spebecr 
his garden are hundreds of snails, and 
as watched the younger peoerasee of 
colony as they crawl about through 
dirt and grass and make love to their 
favorites in the cool recesses of moss-cov- 
ered rocks, or under the friendly shelter of 
a cabbage leaf. He has followed them on 
their moonlight strolls underneath the mul- 
berry bush and listened to their sighs of 
love as they lingered beside some cooling 

puddle by @ well. 

And he tells us the snails are no laggards 
in the art. They are as gentle and delicate 
in their methods of wooing as a Romeo or 
Juliet, and that they caress and embrace 
each other with @ grace stage lovers might 
envy. They plainly show by their actions, 
when courting, the tenderness they feel for 
one another. Darwin, Wolff and Romanes 
and many others of high authority have 
observed this fact. 

In the matter of vision the snail is well 
provided and is very capable of looking out 
for itself regard!ng making a good selection 
It carries 
its eyes in telescopic watch towers. They 
are in the extreme tips of its horns and 
consist of a camera, a lens and a retina. 
One would suppose from the prominent 
position of the snail's eyes that its visual 

wers were highly developed, and such is 

r. Weir’s conclusions, though Lubbock is 
disposed to decry these powers. 

“The eyes,”” says Dr. eir, “In the tips 
of the feelers naturally indicate a very use- 
ful purpose; otherwise they would not have 
attained such prominence and such a higi 
degree of development.”’

The State Board of Embalmers has recent- 
ly been enlarged from three to five mem- 
bers, as follows: Hoyt Humphreys, Lamar, 
President; M. H. Alexander, St. uls, 
Secretary and Treasurer; G. B. Hickman, 
Butler; J. W. Wagner, Kansas City, and 
J. C. Herms, Neosho.

ministers, clergymen and preachers unite 


in an effort to so change the present meth- ] 


od of conducting funerals as to partially 
abandon the long, expensive and totally 
unnecessary procession, The suggestion is 
that when brief services have been said at 
the house or at the church the casket shall 
be given directly in charge of the funeral 
director and the pall-bearers, or such other 
intimate friends of the deceased as may De 
designated to accompany the remains to 
the cemetery. The bereaved family will, 
under such an arrangement, remain at 
home alone with its grief and not subject 
as now to public inspection or to the ex- 
tremes of weather. 

It is within the experience of almost every 
household that men, women and children 
have been called upon to syand uncovered— 
as to the men—while interment takes place, 
in the midst of a drenching rain, a terrific 
storm, intense heat or extreme cold, while 
the sobs of the grief-stricken are increased 
and intensified by the creaking cords, the 
first clods of earth and the final duties of 
the funeral attendants. 

Most of the directors have reached the 
conclusion that this portion of the old style 
funeral services is barbaric and cruel; tnat 
it is unjust to the living, whose health 
and lives are endangered without necessity. 

The nattonai association has been urging 
this reform for a year or two, and has made 
some progress, particularly in the large 
cities, but a movement of this character, 
so closely connected with the church ser- 
vices and religious ceremonies enjoined by 
several denominations, renders it essential 
that before anything can be accomplished 
in that direction the clergymen must co- 
operate actively. At the national meeting 
two years ago, and again last year, a num- 
ber of ministers were present and ex ressed 
themselves thoroughly in favor of doing 
away with the procession and the services 
and attendance of the family at the grave.
